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On the 26th of January 1857, the Master of the Rolls 
submitted to the Treasury a proposal for the publication 
of materials for the History of this Country from the 
Invasion of the Romans to the reign of Henry VIII. 


The Mastcr of the Rolls suggested that these materials 
should be selected for publication under competent 
editors without reference to pcriodical or chronological 
arrangement, without mutilation or abridgment, prefer- 
ence being given, in the first instance, to such materials 
as were most scarce and valuable. 


He proposed that each chronicle or historical docu- 
ment to be edited should be treated in the same way as 
if the editor were engaged on an Editio Princeps; and 
for this purpose the most correct text should be formed 
from an accurate collation of the best MSS. 


To render the work more generally useful, the Master 
of the Rolls suggested that the editor should give an 
account of the MSS. employed by him, of their age and 


their peculiarities; that he should add to the work a. 


brief account of the life and times of the author, and 
any remarks necessary to explain the chronology; but 
no other note or comment was to be allowed, except 
what might be necessary to establish the correctness of 
the text.

The works to be published in octavo, separately, as 
they were finished ; the whole responsibility of the task 
resting upon the editors, who were to be chosen by the 
Master of the Rolls with the sanction of the Treasury. 


The Lords of Her Majesty's Treasury, after a careful 
consideration of the subject, expressed their opinion in a 
Treasury Minute, dated February 9, 1857, that the plan 
recommended by the Master of the Rolls “was well 
calculated for the accomplishment of this important — 
national object, in an effectual and satisfactory manner, 
within a reasonable time, and provided proper attention be 
paid to economy, in making the detailed arrangements, 
without unnecessary expense." 


They expressed their approbation of the proposal that 
each Chronicle and historical document should be edited 
in such a manner as to represent with all possible correct- 
ness the text of each writer, derived from a collation of the 
best MSS., and that no notes should be added, except 
such as were illustrative of the various readings. They 
suggested, however, that the preface to each work should 
contain, in addition to the particulars proposed by the 
Master of the Rolls, a biographical account of the author, 
so far as authentic materials existed for that purpose, 
and an estimate of his historical credibility and value.

These favoured Saxons, if indeed that term may be 
applied to them, probably paid very dearly for their ' 
exemption from the common lot; somewhat, perhaps, in 
the form that we find recorded at p. 360b. of the Suffolk 
Domesday,—* Hanc terram habet abbas in vadimonio pro 
* duabus marcis auri concessu Engelrici quando redime- 
“ bant Angli terras suas.” 

83. There is, unfortunately, no Domesday Survey for 
Durham, and therefore, so far as that source of informa- 
tion is concerned, we are left in the dark respecting the 
tenures then existing there. It however seems probable 
that so long as Saxons were allowed after the Conquest 
to be the Palatine prelates of Durham, they would not 
but so soon 
as Norman prelates filled that important see, they would, 
of course, effect such changes as circumstances, in their 
eyes, demanded. Among these necessities was military 
service. That knight service was introduced into 
England by the Norman Conqueror cannot be reason- 
ably questioned, inasmuch as there is no allusion to such 
a tenure in Domesday Book. At any rate it may be 
stated, without fear of contradiction, that the Feudal 
System did not exist in England before the Norman 
Such a change of tenure seems to have 
been required, especially in a Norman point of view. 
It was necessary, for the defence of the country against

that the sovereign should have the means of raising 

an army from among his subjects, instead of employ- 

ing foreign mercenaries; and not improbably William 

felt that he had already introduced as many foreigners 

as the resources of the country could well bear; be- 

sides which, he had no more lands to bestow. He saw 

around him thousands of able-bodied Saxons capable 

of being made into soldiers; and these fighting men 

he compelled his chief tenants to raise, to train, and to 

pay. The Saxon monarch was content to receive much Why no 
of his rent in kind, and his income in the produce of the Speed 
land. He journeyed about, with his court, from place to Sax 
place; at one time visiting this manor, at another time 
residing elsewhere, the tenant in the meanwhile supply- 
ing the necessary provisions. It was as easy to receive 
payment in that way as in silver. Indeed there would 
be & rude economy in it; the outlay of material in 
exchange for importing silver would be saved. The 
Norman king was altogether different in his habits. He The martial 
cared neither for peace nor home enjoyments, the battle- : Norman 
field and the hunting-ground were his resources. Martial 

pomp and military display were his business and his 

pastime. His Norman estates may have been vast in 

extent, but his rental was comparatively small,—not 
sufficient for the requirements of an army, such as- he Require-' 
needed. England was rich, though its population had amy ^ 
hecome inaetive and lethar gic through oppression. It 
had money, though hoarded, and coin was far more to Neoomity 
his purpose than cattle or corn. His tenants could more 

easily dispose of predial produce than he himself could. 

In several instances he exacted silver rents from manors 

that had been accustomed to return corn and other 

kinds of produce. War was his business, & large army 

his necessity and his ambition; he wanted soldiers, and 

not beeves or sheaves. But soldiers, he knew, must 

not only be. fed and clothed, but paid as well The 


monarelii:

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possibility, not to say probability, of invasion by other 
powers would make him look around him. He soon 
found that his estates were under-rented ; though, com- 
bined with that discovery, he scarcely knew what their 
actual value was, and how much more they could be 
made to yield. He knew that his tenants were ex- 
aeting larger rents than their Saxon predecessors had 
received, yet that his own revenue had received little or 
no increment from their increased rent-roll, whereas the 
one ought to be consequent on the other. 

84. It was doubtless to satisfy himself on these points 
that the Conqueror determined, by an inquisitorial survey, 
to ascertain how theland, throughout so much of England 
as was in his power, was holden, what was its extent, what 
was its value in the time of King Edward, his predecessor, 
and what its present value; these points ascertained, 
he might learn what revenue he ought to receive from it. 
Information was also required as to the amount of land- 
tax paid by each person; this, in fact, being the only 
source from which the liquidation of the national expenses 
was ensured. Small though it was, it had sufficed for

104. In the Boldon Book are several entries, which, taken 
in combination with the examples given above, depict 
the onerous and irksome liabilities of drengage tenure :—

“them with the seed found by the bishop; he har- 
" rows them, and performs four precations in autumn; 
“ to wit, three with all his men and his whole household, 
“ the housewife excepted, and the fourth with one man

St. Cuthbert is mentioned as ac-: 


companying Bishop Antony Bek 
when he attended King Edward I. 
in his invasion of Scotland. It was 
for the service which the Banner is 
supposed to haye rendered to the 
King that he granted to the church 
of Durham the yearly sum of 40/., 
for the maintenance of a solemn 
festival on the two anniversaries of 
its patron Saint, (the Deposition and 
the Translation) and to furnish 
wax tapers to burn before the 
shrine and Banner of St. Cuthbert. 
This standard of the Palatinate is 
frequently alluded to in the Public 
Records, even so late as the time of 
Henry VIII. The following in- 
stances may be given as examples:

Its full name 
was.“ Libera et pura eleemosyna," free and pure alms, 
in return for which a certain service was performed, and 
that service, no other than praying for the soul of the 
donor of the alms, or of such person or persons as he 
might think proper to nominate. Still, however, this 
praying was optional, and altogether different from the 
obligation imposed upon tenure “by divine service" ; a 
tenure which made it obligatory upon the tenant to 
offer certain prayers on given days according to the ritual 
enjoined by the Church. The tenant in frankalmoigne, 
on the other hand, was only bound to pray at his own 
discretion, no peculiar form, or length, of prayer being 
obligatory. Domesday Book affords some curious and 
instructive illustrations of this:—' Aluinus the priest 
* holds of the King one-third part of half & hide in 
" Tovei... He held it in the time of King Edward, 
* and could do whatever he might please with it; but - 
“ King William afterwards granted it to him in alms, 
* so that he should celebrate a mass for the souls of the 


“ King and Queen on. the second day of every week."! 


In this instance, the service being fixed and definite, the 
tenure, by nature, was not in * libera et pura eleemosyna,” 
not free and optional, but fixed and certain.

These tenths, now under consideration, were fre- 
quently granted by the pope to the kings of England to 
assist them in carrying out some pious or religious object, 
such as the recovery of the Holy Land from the infidel. 


122. The earliest mention I have found of a grant of 
this annual tenth is when Pope Innocent IV. gave 
it for three years to King Henry IIL, for the pur- 
pose of assisting him in his expedition to the Holy 
Land, which he had vowed to undertake. Pope Inno- 
cent’s bull, whereby this gift was made, gave great dis- 
satisfaction to the clergy, who resisted it to the utmost of 
their power. Those of the province of Canterbury, upon 
being requested to pay the tenth in question, told the 
King plainly, that they could not take any step in 
the matter without the assent of their archbishop, who 
was then at Rome. 

123. Incensed at their refusal, the King summoned all 
the prelates of England to meet him at London, and laid 
before them the papal bull, which called upon them 
forthwith to pay the tenth of their revenues over to the 
King ; as, in virtue of the power given to him by God, the 
pope had granted to King Henry, for the term of three 
years, the whole tenths of the revenues of the English 
church, for the purpose of providing necessaries for his 
expedition to the Holy Land. In this bull there was 
this most offensive clause—“ That the collection was not 
“ to be made according to the previous estimate of the 
* value of the churehes, but according to a new valua- 
“ tion; which was to be made after strict inquisition, 
“ according to the will and decision of the ecclesiastical 
* commissioners to be appointed in every district.” Here 
it may be remarked, that this could not have been the 
earliest papal grant of the kind, as the collection was 
not to be made according to the old valuation, but

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Magus and his disciples. There is no doubt that, during 
the first four centuries of the Christian era, the clergy 
had not affected any peculiar mode of wearing the hair to 
distinguish them from the laity. When persecution pre- 
vailed, so conspicuous a mark as the tonsure would have 
betrayed them to their enemies. In process of time, how- 
ever, the church recommended, or rather did not discoun- 
tenance, the shaving of the head, as a mark of humility ; 
and the monastic orders probably were the first to adopt 
it as a symbol of that virtue. The secular clergy followed 
the example of the monastic rule about the close of the 
fifth century ; at which time both the circular and semi- 
circular modes of shaving the head were practised. The 
ceremonial of the first tonsure is given in detail in the 
“ Pontificale Romanum.” The bishop clipped the hair of 
the candidate in four places ; on the front and on the back 
of the head, and &bove each ear, and then on the middle of 
the top of the head.! Tonsure was performed immediately 
after the Introit. Then, the first Lesson ended, tho Ostiarii 
(doorkeepers or ushers), were ordained ; after the second 
Lesson, the Lectors ; after the third Lesson, the Exorcists ; 
after the fourth, the Acolytes; after the fifth, the Sub- 
deacons. At the conclusion of the Epistle the Deacons 
were ordained ; and then the Priests,? after the last verse 
of the Tract.

Not only was 
his learning a subject of inquiry, but his moral charac- 
ter underwent a strict scrutiny. Neither madmen (fu- 
riosi), nor fools (amentes), slaves (servi), murderers, nor 
homicides, nor yet persons deformed in body, or imper- 
fectly made, could be ordained. Persons of illegitimate 
birth could not receive the higher orders without the 
apostolic dispensation, though to the minor orders they 
might be ordained by the dispensation of their bishop.

passing their examination, the candidates were introduced 
to the bishop in the church by the archdeacon, who gave 
oral testimony to the merits and capacity of each. Hav- 
ing first asked the prayers of the congregation and charged 
them not, knowingly, to allow the sacredness of the hier- 
archy to be dishonoured by the admission of objectionable 
persons, the bishop requested them to declare openly if 
they knew of any canonical impediment in any of the 
candidates. No charge or accusation bemg preferred, the 
bishop then prostrated himself at the foot of the altar, 
while the Litany was chanted, the candidates for .ordi- 
nation ranging themselves in the like posture behind 
him : on rising, he conferred on each class of the candidates 
the orders they were to receive.

145. It has been already noticed that entries respecting 
ordinations are found in various parts of Kellawe's Regis- 
ter, of an earlier date than those given in the lists of ordi- 
nations by Richard de Bury printed at pp. 106-172 of 
this volume. In 1311 there is a letter, dated on the eve 
of Pentecost, from the commissary of the Bishop of 
Durham to the vicar of the church of St. Oswald at 
Durham, enjoining him to give notice that holy, as well 
as minor, orders will be conferred in the church of 
Eggesclive, and that all parochial chaplains, who have 
sufficient title and desire ordination, are to be there on the 
Thursday or Friday, to undergo the usual examination. 
In the same year, permission is given by the Arch- 
bishop of York to the Bishop of Durham to give confir- 
mation, and to confer the first fonsure, in the diocese of 
York; on all persons of legitimate birth. There are also 
letters testimonial of the Bishop of Durham in the same 
year, signifying that Ingeram, of Bernard Castle, had been 
duly ordained as sub-deacon by Alan, Bishop of Caith- 
ness, and as deacon by Mark, Bishop of Sodor, and that 
he had had the priesthood conferred upon him by John, 
Bishop of Carlisle. Letters dimissory of the Bishop of 
Durham are dated, on a day not named, in 1311, for John, 
son of Roger Croyser to be ordained to all holy orders by 
any Catholic bishop of the Holy See, upon his exhibiting 
a proper title; and for Adam de Routhebyrs, to the 
like effect. In the same year the Bishop of Durham, 
by several instruments, declares his acceptance of the 
ordination of Robert de Qwelton and Thomas Lepard by 
William, Bishop of St. Andrew's; and by his other letters 
he testifies as to the ordination of Robert de Midelton. 
In the year 1312 there are several entries relating to 
ordinations, The bishop gives a certificate of the ordi- 
nation of Helias de Colchill, tector of the chureh of 
Seham ; and issues a commission to the Bishop of Whit- 
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hern to admit Richard de Hoton and Edward de la Leyhe 
as acolytes, Peter de Fissheburn as a deacon, and Henry 
de Botheby as a priest. A very suggestive entry occurs 
at p. 197; it is a permission from the bishop to Walter 
de Heghington, a scholar of Merton Hall, in Oxford, to 
enter holy orders, notwithstanding that he is a born 
bondman (nativus) of the bishop, or of servile condition. 
Several letters dimissory were granted in 1312, in 
favour respectively of Nicholas de Bermeton, William de 
Corbrigge, sub-deacon, and Thomas de Baumbergh, 
acolyte, for all orders. In 1313 the bishop granted his 
several letters testimonial that William de Fery, sub- 
deacon, had canonically received deacon’s and priest's 
orders, and that Walter de Bolton had also received 
deacon’s and priest's orders. Several letters dimissory 
were granted in the same year; one in favour of John 
de Massam, another for Hugh de Tossen, others for Walter 
de Heighton, John of Durham, Robert Layker, Robert 
de North Carleton, and Hugh Swinburn. In 1313 the 
Bishop of Durham issued a commission to the Bishop of 
Whithern, to confer all orders in the diocese of Durham. 
In the same year, a special commission was issued by 
the Archbishop of York, empowering the Bishop of Dur- 
ham to confirm, dedicate, consecrate, and give benedic- 
tion, in the diocese of York.

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issued by the Archbishop of York to the Bishop of 
Durbam to confer orders on Saturday in Ember week, 
on the feast of St. Thomas the Apostle, in any church 
in the city or diocese of York, as well as in the dioceses 
of Durham and Carlisle, by letters dimissory ; and upon 
presentation of the chapters of York, Beverley, Southwell, 
Rypon, and Hoveden. Another commission was also 
issued by the Archbishop of York to the Bishop of Dur- 
ham at the close of the same year, to confer the first 
tonsure, to confirm children, and to dedicate altars, in the 
diocese of York ; the same to be in force for three years. 
In 1315 & commission was given by the Archbishop of 
York to the Bishop of Durham to confer orders in the 
first week of Lent in any church in the diocese of York, 
and by letters dimissory in the dioceses of Durham and 
Carlisle, and by letters from the chapters of York, 
Beverley, Southwell, Rypon, and Hoveden. Letters di- 
missory were granted by the Bishop of Durham, on the 
7th of March in the same year, to W. de Langley, that - 
he might be ordained to minor and superior orders by 
any bishop of the Catholic church, although he was born 
in the diocese of Durham ; provided he should exhibit 
a sufficient title. A second commission was issued by 
the Archbishop of York to the Bishop of Durham in 
the same year, to confer orders, on the Saturday in Lent 
when “Sitientes” is chanted, in the parish church of 
Styvelingflet, in the diocese of York, and to ordain those 
clerks whom William de Bukstanes, Robert de Bolam, 
and John de Sutton should have examined and allowed 
io be presented to him ; and, immediately after, a third 
eommission to ordain clerks and religious in the same 
parish church on the same Saturday, provided they have 
sufficient titles. In the same month, a license also was 
given by the Archbishop of York to the Bishop of 
Durham to ordain to the priesthood, in the chapel of the 
manor of Welhale, Thomas de Hessewell, deacon, rector 
of the church of Seggefeld, to which rectory the bishop 
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had presented him two years before. In the following 
May, license was given by the same archbishop to the 


- Bishop of Durham, to ordain, as deacon, Robert de Bromp- 


ton, rector of the church of Middelham, in the diocese of 
York. Gilbert de Burdon had letters dimissory, on the 
20th of June 1315, for deacon’s and priest’s orders; and 
on the day following William de Monthermer had like 
letters for all orders. Letters dimissory were also granted 
. in the following December to Thomas de Baumberg to 
receive all orders. On the 11th of the same month, the 
see being vacant, a commission was given by the dean 
and chapter of York to the Bishop of Durham, to ordain 
Richard de Erium ! rector of the parish of St. Nicholas, in 
Durham, and Gilbert de Burdon (whom the bishop had 
presented to the vicarage of Bedlington shortly before), 
in any church or chapel of the diocese of York. A week 
after this, the same dean and chapter issued a commission 
to the bishop to ordain William de Ellewyk, acolyte, as 
sub-deacon to the vicarage of Norham, which was accom- 
panied by no less than seven other commissions of a like 
nature in the course of the same month. In a letter 
without date, the bishop signifies that on the Saturday 
after the feast of St. Lucy (18th December), in the same 
year, he had in his chapel &t Welhale, in consonance 
with the license granted by the dean and chapter of 
York, ordained Master Roger de Kingston, acolyte, to be 
sub-deacon. On the 26th of the same month he granted 
letters dimissory to John de Percebrig, acolyte, for all 
holy orders. On the 7th of February 1316, (the last year 
of his life), Bishop Kellawe granted letters dimissory to 
William, son of Simon Gerard, of Hertrepol, for all orders. 
The see of York being still vaeant, license was given by 
the dean and chapter to the Bishop of Durham, on the 
91st of May in that year, to ordain William de Graas,

to all the minor orders, he having the first tonsure only. 
On the 3rd of June he received license from the same 
dean and chapter to ordain Simon de Eyvill deacon of 
the diocese of Lincoln, having letters dimissory of his 
diocesan, to the priesthood; on the day following he 
received the like license to ordain David de Harreys, 
acolyte, to the order of sub-deacon. On the 11th of 
June 1316, letters dimissory were granted to the fol- 
lowing persons for all orders :—Robert, son of Richard 
de Pykeden, William, son of William de Prudhou, Adam, - 
son of Richard dé Pykeden, John de Throphill, Robert, 
son of John de Rotheley, Adam, son of John of Rothe- 
ley, William, son of John Fitz-Simon, of Baunbergh, 
and William from Charlerton, near Edlingham. On 
the 7th of June, power and license are given to the 
bishop by the dean and chapter of York to consecrate 
Walter de Cokewald, abbot elect of Fountains Abbey.

On Sunday next before the feast 
of St. Gregory the Pope, 1343, 56 persons received the 
first tonsure in the cathedral of Durham. On the 28th

On the 18th of the kalends of January (20th Dec.) 1843, 
36 persons were ordained acolytes, one of whom was 
legitimized by the Apostolie See (legitimatus auctoritate 
sedis apostolice), and 41 were ordained sub-deacons ;

In the church of Corbrigg, on the Saturday after the 
feast of St. Matthew the Apostle, there were ordained to 
the first tonsure 10 persons ; as acolytes 16 ; sub-deacons 
23, one with a title of 40&, one 30s&, and one 4.; 
deacons 11, one with a title of 1005.; priests 22, one with 
a, title of 4, and one of six marks. In the same year, 
at Alnwick, on the 3rd of October, there were ordained 
to the first tonsure 17 persons. On the 4th of October, 
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in the church of Baumburgh, there were ordained to the 
first tonsure 24, the bishop giving a dispensation to one, 
both as to his own illegitimate birth and that of his father.

In the chapel of the manor of Aukeland, 6 religious 
were ordained acolytes, and 21 non-beneficed persons, 
one of them “nominated by Sir Geoffrey le Scrope ;” 
9 religious were ordained deacons, and 11 non-beneficed 
persons, one “ by favour of the lord (bishop) ;” 17 religious 
were ordained deacons, one beneficed, and 10 non-bene- 
ficed persons, one of these also “ by favour of the lord

150. Besides the pecuniary titles, there were those of The various 
patrimony or patrimonial inheritance; by provision of titles for 
the apostolic see ; by the nomination of a prelate, or of a ud 
religious datablislinent ; in one instance, the title was five 
marks of yearly rent from an individual, and because 
the title seemed a little insufficient, two persons bound 
themselves, under a penalty of 15&, that the individual 
in question should make the candidate a sufficient title 
when he next came to that part of Durham. There are 
three instances of titles of provision made “in forma 
* pauperis" by religious houses, one where it was 100 
acres of arable land, 4 acres of meadow, and 2 acres 
of wood. One was "ratione originis" by reason of his 
birth, probably similar to the expression * founder's kin." 

In several cases the candidate expresses himself satisfied 
with the amount of the title.

This is evident from a proceeding in 
Parliament in the 36th year of the reign of Edward III, 
and from a case reported in the “ Year Book " of the 40th 
year of the same reign, where six marks is mentioned 
as the stipend of a parish priest and vicar, and it is * 
scarcely probable that a title for orders would be rated 
at a higher figure than the actual yearly stipend of 
an officiating minister. One in all probability was 
regulated by the other; what was a sufficient stipend for 
& parish priest would be a sufficient title. It was, how- 
ever, necessary that the bishop should be satisfied that 
there was a competent maintenance assured for the 
candidate who came for ordination, and if there was 
not sufficient for that purpose, it was his duty to refuse 
the title or have the amount increased ; otherwise,! if he 
ordained a person without having sufficient maintenance, 
Duty ofthe he was, by a decree of the Lateran Council of 1179, com- 
supprta — pelled to support him, or provide him with the necessaries 
ordained of life.

174. The Register abounds with notices of the deplor- 
able state of the Palatinate. In one entry it is stated 
that the whole manor and the church of Ford were burnt 
by the Scots in their incursions. In another place 
(p. 1038), the bishop tells the King that the same church 
of Ford is situate on the marches of Scotland, where 
none of his officers dare go, or exercise any jurisdiction, 
on account of the Scots and enemies who dwell in those 
parts. In another, Kellawe informs the King that he 
has in his hands 401. belonging to him, but cannot send 
the money to him for fear of the robbers, who are con- 
stantly prowling about, and respecting the residue of some 
sequestered goods, a large portion of the same has been 
carried off and consumed by the Scots, who have twice, 
since he received the King’s mandate, hostilely entered 
his bishopric ; and as to the other portions of such se- 
questered goods, no one dares purchase them because of 
the constant inroads of the Scots. At p. 899, there is a 
startling entry relative to the desolation in the Palati- 
nate. The bishop states that—“ of the goods of the parson 
* of the church of Ovingham, of the vicar of Norham, of 
* the vicar of Hautwisele, and of the vicar of Heldreton, 
* he has found nothing to sequester or levy upon, because 
* gll their goods were wholly burnt and destroyed by 
“ the incursions and burnings of the Scots.” At p. 943, 
this is repeated :L— From the goods of the parson of 
* the church of Ovingham, of the vicar of Hautuissell’, 
“ and of the vicar of Ildreton, we have found nothing to 
“ levy upon sequestration, because their churches are 
* burnt, and their parishes destroyed." Mentioning these 
plaees in another return to the King's mandate, the 
bishop states that he is not able to levy anything there, 
because everything is either consumed or carried away 
by the Scots; nor did any person dare to go into those 
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parts on account of the Scots and enemies dwelling in 
those parts. In another place (p. 965), the bishop 
informs the King that he could not find purchasers for 
certain property under sequestration, * propter turbatio- 
“ nem partium in Marchiis Scotis, ubi dicte ecclesie 
“ gituantur" In another entry the bishop assures the 
King—" Que bona publieze venditioni fecimus exponi, nec

178. * Edward, by the grace of God, king of England, 
lord of Ireland, and duke of Acquitaine, to the venerable 
father in Christ, the lord Richard, by the grace of God, 
bishop of Durham, greeting. Our realm—the which, 
as we have learned from many, in times.past has been 
wont, more than other regions, to &bound in plenty of 
wheat and other victuals and corn—by reason of the 
badness of the seasons (the sins of the people entrusted 
to us so requiring it, as we fear, the Most Highest so 
disposing, who, by his divine power, as he doth will, 
doth humble and chastise the proud and disobedient), 
is subjected to so great deficiency and want, and to such 
unwonted dearth of corn, in these days, that the corn 
by which our people might be supported cannot be 
found on sale within the said realm, the more especially 
because that many of the same realm, keeping the corn 
in no small quantity in their granges, do hold it back, 
and still refuse to expose it for sale, in order that

(p. 25), published by the Camden 
Society in 1844, this passage ocurs. 
The Scots made a *''shivaldour,"

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Walter de Seleby, his comrade, took refuge in the * peel," 
or fortified house, of Horton ! (near Blyth, in Northumber- 
land) and with his followers, for a time continued his 
career of depredation ; but with Mideltone probably alike 
passed away the power wielded and the terrors inspired 
by the Savaldores. 

181. On the Placita coram Rege Roll, 11 Edw. II. Rot. 6,1 Full account 
is a full account of the trial of Gilbert de Mideltone, a trans- of Gilbert. 
lated extract from which I give, as it so fully confirms the ua 
narrative of Trokelowe ;—“ Gilbert de Mideltone, of the 
“ county of Northumberland, was taken and imprisoned 
* in the Tower of London, and by precept of the lord 
“ the King was brought, on Thursday next before the 
“ octaves of St. Hilary, in the llth year of his reign, 
“ before the same lord the King at Westminster, by John 
« de Crumbwell, constable of the said Tower. And the 
“ lord the King, bearing in mind that, whereas the said 
“ Gilbert was in the King’s allegiance, and by the same 
* lord the King, and his family, was retained, robed, and 
* paid, the same Gilbert, feloniously as a felon, seductively 
* asa seducer (‘felonice ut felo, seductive ut seductor") 
* drew to himself a large multitude of men, as well Scots, 
“ the King’s enemies, as other felons, in riding in the 
* manner of war with his banner displayed, and in attract- 
* ing many of the realm of England and in the King's al- 
* legiance to make oath to him ; as also, feloniously robbed 
“ of their goods the cardinals nuncios of the lord the Pope, 
* who came for the good peace of England, as well às the 
* bishop elect and confirmed of Durham, and the lord 
* Henry de Beaumont, with many others of the realm of 
“. England, and captured them, holding them as a ransom

“ to York, a third to Bristol, and the fourth to Dover, 
“ there to remain. Therefore let it be inquired concerning

182. The entries in the Register not óuly throw light 
upon Bishop Kellawe's private character, but also illustrate 
the manners and customs of his time. It is obvious, from 
several notices in the manuscript, that he was a great 
encourager of literature as wellas of learned men, and 
did all in his power to advance their interest by en- 
couraging them to attend the Schools in the Universities. 
At p. 45 is &letter to the prior and convent of Dur- 
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ham in favour of Geoffrey de Axby,! whom he describes 
to them as “a man of reverend discretion, eminently 
“ learned, as you all well know, in literature, dis- 
* tinguished by honesty of conversation and purity of 
* morals, and we do most devoutly commend him in 
* each respect to all, and in all respects to each of you; 
* and do beg you most earnestly of your charity, since 
* he has laboured not only for himself, but for all of 
* you, and has before all others, won for your monastery 
* & lasting name of enduring honour, favourably to as- 
* sign to him a place at once honourable and adequate to 
“ his position, for that any member of your monastery 
“ should have displayed a proficiency in Holy Scripture 
“ gufficient to deserve the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
. * has been hitherto unheard of; wherefore each of you 
* should consider himself individually honoured in the 
* person of the said Geoffrey. Further, we would have 
* you assuredly know, that we in course of time, by 
* favour of the Most High, if means afford themselves, 
* shall return whatsoever you do for him, so fully and 
* so worthily, that none shall regard the honour shown 
* to him as a burden upon the house, but rather as a 
* benefit and honour." 

183. At p. 48 is a mysterious letter to the prior and Kellawe's 
convent of Durham, in favour of some ecclesiastic whom behalf ofan 
he does not name. He prays them to reward one who, ecclesiastic 
in the most urgent necessity of their house, has pro- yentof. 
moted their interests, and as may be presumed with 
great probability, influenced the mind of the King to 
defend the rights of the see; who on his return from 
parts beyond sea, submitted himself to the grace of the 
prior and convent, against the counsel of those who, if 
he had carried out that which by their advice he had 
begun, would have provided for him ; and that thus he 
ought not to suffer loss, but to find that the submission 
which he had made spontaneously and for the peace of 
all parties was not unfruitful.

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if there were an opportunity of so doing. In pursuance 
of the promise he made him &t Totenham, he has con- 
sulted upon his petition with the more skilled of his 
Council upon arriving at York; but they desired to 
be allowed longer time for deliberation, considering the 
nature of the business and the danger that might 
threaten him (the bishop) should he oppose the prayer ; 
though it was represented to them that delay might 
endanger, and even lose, the cause. He is thus awaiting 
their deliberation and advice, with that of some others 
of his council, with whom he has been hitherto unable 
to confer upon the matter, before he sends his final 
answer. 


At p. 339 is a courteous letter to the Bishop of: 


St. Andrew's. He thanks him for his innumerable and 
immeasurable kindnesses in the past, and asks him, as 
he has hitherto endeavoured to strive for peace between 
England and Scotland. Kellawe feels confident that 
now, when the most powerful desire peace, he will more 
fervently exert himself in favour of it. He therefore begs 
him to meet the representatives of the Pope and Philip 
King of France, (with which representatives the bishop 
himself has conferred at Aukeland), as near as con- 
venient in the march towards the parts of Berwick, &nd 
to communicate to him by letter the time and place 
he shall fix on for so doing. | 

186. At p. 102 he writes this characteristic letter to 
Master Henry de Botheby, rector of the church of 
Stanhop.—* Since the church of God has ever been 
* adorned by men of literary culture, we do freely grant 
* our favour and grace to those who desire to labour in 
* the field of study, and to acquire the pearl of know- 
* ledge. Concurring therefore, with a pious consent, 
* with the praiseworthy intention, which we know you 
“ entertain towards the practice of study and of morals, 
* in order to benefit yourself by the merits of your life, 
* and others by the force of your example, and in- 
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“ clining favourably to your supplications that you may 
“ be permitted to stay in some place where a University 
* (*Studium Generale") flourishes, and to devote yourself 
“ to scholastic discipline for one year from the date of 
* these presents, released meanwhile from the necessity 
“ of personal residence, according to the form of the 
* constitution provided, we do grant you the indulgence 
* of our gracious license, by the tenor of these present 
* letters. Provided, however, that your church be not

187. At p. 129 is his license to Robert de Larey, sub- Instances

He also gave license to Thomas, rector of the church 
of Whittefeld (p. 196) to attend the schools for two

from taking any higher order than that of sub-deacon. 
At p. 294 is his license to William de Bereford, rector of 
Morpath, to attend the schools for one year, with ex- 
emption from residence and excusing him for previous 
non-residence. Hugh de Boulton, rector of Braunce- — 
path, had license granted (p. 305) to attend the 
schools until the next Pentecost and thenceforward for 
one year. On the 28th of November 1313, Richard de 
Eryum, rector of St. Nicholas in Durham, sub-deacon,

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Elias, rector of Seham, has license of non-residence for 
two years for the purpose of attending the schools 
(p. 521), and a further license for the same purpose for 
two years more (p. 824), and the rector of Cokefeld, who 
is not. named, has license (p. 540) to continue his studies 
for one year. Robert, rector of Wynston, has a further 
license (p. 611) to attend the schools for one year, with 
& dispensation.from residence. At p. 823, Roger de 
Nassington, rector of Ford, acolyte, has license to attend 
the schools for seven years, with dispensation from 
residence, and .from taking higher orders, except that of 
sub-deaton, which the bishop desires him to proceed to 
within the present year. At p: 831, is a memorandum 
of a license granted to Richard de Cotes, rector of 
Alwenton, to attend the schools for four years. 

188. The visits recorded of Bishop Kellawe to the 
South of England, during his episcopate, are but two! in 
number. At p. 191, on the 17th of July 1312, we find 
him at his palace of Rykele (now Riccall), near Selby, 
in Yorkshire; on the 23rd of the next month (p. 193), 
dating the instrument at Ware, in Herts, he grants an 
indulgence of 40 days to such as shall pray for the health- 
ful estate of Hugh de Everesdon, Abbot of St. Alban's. 
Not improbably he may then have had an interview 
with the abbot, and, as the result thereof, in 1314, received 
from him and his convent, a surrender of the presentation 
and collation to the vicarage of Conesclive (now Conis- 
cliffe, near Darlington), which, as we learn from the Gesta 
Abbatum Monastera S. Albani (Vol IL, p. 117), had 
long been a subject of dispute. On the 25th of August 
(p. 192), the Bishop appoints Sir John Dautre, knight, to 
be keeper of his houses (domorum) at Charryng; pro- 
perty, no doubt, at the extreme west of the present Strand,

Durham House. The Bishop probably attended Parlia- 
ment, to which he was summoned on the 20th of August ; 
but he seems to have made no long stay in the South; 
we find him (p. 194), on the 7th of September, back again — 
ab his castle of Crayke. 

His next and last visit to the South, seems to have 
been on & matter of, probably, more importance. On the 
17th of February 1314 (p. 509), he is at a place called 
* Kilpesham," and on the 26th of the same month he 
dates from Totenham, in Middlesex. From the next day 
(p. 511), to the 4th of March (p. 516), he dates from 
Stebbenhyth (now Stepney), where he was staying, most 
likely at the fine mansion there, belonging to the family 
of Henry le Waleys, formerly Mayor of London, and 
then recently deceased. On this 4th of March, he there 
executes & bond (p. 516), to John Juncti, of the Society of 
the Peruchi at Florence, for 400 marks borrowed, to be 
repaid to him from moneys left in the hands of the Abbot 
of St. Mary's at York. He also executes an instrument, 
to the like purpose, on the next day (p. 515) at Derteford 
(Dartford, in Kent) whither he may possibly have gone 
to meet Juncti, on this business. 

On the 8th and 10th of March, the bishop is at Green- 
wich (pp. 516-7), where he executes other deeds, in 
reference to the same matter. At London (p. 517), on 
the 12th, he executes bonds; for 100 marks, borrowed 
of John Vanne and his partners, of the Society of the 
Ballardi; for 1007. lent by Robert Persone, skinner ; and 
for 601., lent by William de Furneys, apothecary, citizens 

‘of London. From pages 518-520, 524, 525, 530, and 
596, we find that he was staying at Walworth, near 
London, on the 16th, 17th, 23rd, and 25th of March ; and 
he dates (p. 541) a document at London on the Wednes- 
day before'Lady Day (25 March) ; he had left Walworth 
before the 7th of April, for on that day (p. 521), we find 
him at Offington (now Uffington, in Lincolnshire), probably 
h 2 
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staying at the Priory of Austin Canons there. On the 
22nd and 28rd of April (pp. 521, 522), he has returned 
to Alverton and Middleham, the last one of his places of 
residence, evidently not having attended Parliament, to 
which he had been summoned on the latter day (23rd 
April). ' 

On the 16th of March, while at Walworth (p. 518), the 
Bishop gave àn indulgence of 40 days to those who should 
pray for the soul of Henry le Waleys, late citizen and 
Mayor of London, deceased. This is perhaps the first time 
that we find the hamlet of Walworth, in Surrey mentioned 
by that name. In Domesday it is called “ Waleorde ; " 
and, at the time of the Bishop’s visit, it belonged to the 
monks of Christ Church, Canterbury, at whose mansion 
he not improbably stayed, during his visit. It has been, 
somewhat absurdly, alleged that Walworth had its name 
from William Walworth, Mayor of London, for the first 
time, in 1374. The present passage, even were it unsup- 
ported by the testimony of Domesday, sufficiently refutes 
the assertion. 

William Walworth, on the other hand, is said to 
have been a native of the county of Durham; and it 
seems not improbable that he may have been son, or 
grandson, of the William de Walworth, mentioned more 
than once in pages 368-372, and who evidently had his 
name from the vill of Walworth, in Durham, mentioned in 
pages 1236-7, and situate about four miles from Darling- 
ton. From the little we read of this William de Wal- 
worth, he was evidently looked upon by Bishop Kellawe 
as a man of highly trustworthy character, and of some 
standing. 

189. Bishop Kellawe, so far as we are enabled to as- 
certain from his Register, cannot be altogether acquitted 
of the charge of a semblance of nepotism. He un- 
doubtedly conferred lucrative offices and valuable pos- 
sessions upon various members of his family; it must, 
however, be borne in mind, that we have no proof that 
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these recipients of his n were in any way unworthy 
of it.

spoken of, as leading the bishop’s troops in Holy Island.

190. There were evidently more persons. than one Perhaps 
living under the Bishops rule of the name of William personsof , 
de Kellawe. One or more persons of this name have Kollawe. de 
been already mentioned. In 1314, the Bishop confirms a 
grant of land near Great Lumeley, made by William, lord | 
of Wodeshend, to William de Kellawe, and Alice his wife. 

William de Kellawe, clerk, is commissioned by the bishop 
to make inquisition as to alleged dilapidations of the 
church of Corbridge, and to make visitation of the hospital 
of Kypier in Durham. Master William de Kellawe is com- 
missioned to make inquisition as to the approvement of

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lands at Chester, Langecestre, and Aukland; and to exa- 
mine witnesses relative to the testament of Robert de 
Epplingden. Master William de Kellawe, probably the 
same person, was appointed in 1311 to be the bishop's 
sequestrator-general in the diocese of Durham. It was 
the same Master William, probably, who afterwards held 
the offices conjointly of receiver of the exchequer of 
Durham and constable of the castle there ;-and in 1313 
Master William de Kellawe is again mentioned as the 
bishop’s official of Durham, and as holding custody of 
the priory of Durham during its vacancy. It is probably 
a different person who is mentioned as William de 
Kellawe, chaplain. Finally, a grant of land near Lange- 
cestre was made by the bishop to Master William, who 
held so many offices of trust and importance. 

191. Bishop Kellawe's will! bears date the 29th day of 
September, eleven days before his death, from which we 
may conclude that his last illness, ending in dissolution, 
was not of very long duration. 

192. Kellawe died on the day of St. Paulinus the 
Bishop (10th of October *) 1316, in the lesser chamber at 
his manor-house of Middleham, in the county of Durham, 
after holding the see five years and & few months. On 
the day of his funeral, in pursuance of directions in his 
will, 100 marks were distributed among the poor; more 
he probably could not give, as he did not die a wealthy 
man. He had not held office long enough to accumulate 
riches, and the protection of his Palatinate from the 
ravages of the Scots had, doubtless, been & constant drain 
upon his resources.

“ found Kellawe's grave. The sculptured grave-cover 
* had disappeared, but there could be no question as to 
“ the identity of the tomb. There were in it a few 
“ memorials of the dead. The bones indicated a man 
* of short stature ; some white hairs were still clinging 
* to the skull. A fragment of a pastoral staff of wood 
* was lying by the ‘side of the corpse, and some pieces 
“ of a woollen dress were found as well. The bishop 
“ had evidently been buried, after the simple and touch- 
“ ing fashion of the time, in the garb which had been 
* familiar to him from his earliest years, the eowl and 
* habit of a Benedictine monk. These monuments of 
* the illustrious dead are, we are glad to hear, to be duly 
* renovated and cared for. We should be better satisfied 
* if the glorious apse which sheltered them were again 
“ set up;" and, if I may be allowed to add aught, in my 
opinion, the world in general would have been better 
satisfied if the bones had been allowed to rest in peace, 
where loving, perhaps kindred, hands had leid them, 
there to remain undisturbed until the end of time.

The 
earls of Lancaster, Hereford, and Pembroke were there, 
with several other nobles and men of high stand- 
ing; among them, Henry de Beaumont and his brother 
Louis, one of the candidates ; whom many of the persons 
present swore they would decapitate, should he be 
elected. The King, who was then at York, was inclined 
to confirm the election of the person whom the monks 
had chosen; the Queen, however, resolved not to be 
thwarted, with the aid of a papal bull? finally secured Papa! Bull

the election of Louis de Beaumont; that of Stanford Lousde, 
being set aside by the Pope, John XXIL, for a large 
pecuniary consideration.

1 There can be no doubt that the 
harshness and irksomeness of mo- 
nastic life required very extensive 
powers to enforce acquiescence and 
subjection ; and that in many mo- 
nasteries there was much oppres- 
sion, and, at times, even cruelty. In 
the Preface to the Third Volume of 
the “ Materials for British History," 
page xxxv, I mentioned an instance 
of an act of singular cruelty in the 
abbey of St. Alban’s. A monk, 
who was accused of insufferable 
pride, was savagely castigated, for 
the purpose of subduing. his so- 
called vanity ; but as he was not 
humbled by the gory stripes he 








received, and it was found impossi- 
ble to bring him back to his ordi- 
nary senses, (the unhappy man in 
fact being a lunatic,) he was con- 
fined in heavy fetters in a loathe- 
some dungeon, where he ended his 
miserable life. As a further mark 
of disgrace and indignity, his igno- 
rant and heartless oppressors buried 
his bones in the gyves and mana- 
cles that had lacerated his flesh in 
life.

such as the building and repair of churches, monasteries, 
and bridges, for the publie benefit. Before giving exam- 
ples of these, it will be not irrelevant to say a few words 
on the origin of’ indulgences, without entering upon any 
disputed points respecting them, as between Protestants 
and the Church of Rome.

at night on the-bare floor, to refrain from all worldly 
diversions, as well as entertainments and feasting, and to 
live a life of seclusion, in painful and laborious exercises 
and assiduous humble prayer. During the first period of 
their penance, they were not allowed to enter a church, or 
be present at any part of Divine Service. On Sundays 
and festivals, they stood clothed in sackcloth near the 
church door, soliciting the prayers of the faithful as they 
entered. During the second and third periods of their 
penance, they were allowed to enter the church; but 
were to remain kneeling or prostrate at the lower end, 
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until the commencement of the more solemn part 
of the service. In the fourth stage of their punishment, 
they were allowed to remain in any part of the church 
the whole time, but not to make offering, or to receive 
. the Holy Communion. The duration of each course, The courses 
as proportioned to the sin for which it was enjoined, was how pro." 
regulated by a code of ecclesiastical canons, which in 
point of severity varied in different countries, and at 
different periods. For some sins the term of penance 
was twenty years, for others fifteen, for others seven, 
and for others & few days only; for the sin of idolatry 
or apostasy, it was usually enjoined for the whole 
life.

Peter at York (p. 201); to all who shall contribute to 
the fabric of the parish church of Stokes, in the diocese

ff 224. (IV.) The Register of Bishop Richard de Bury. 
—It has been already mentioned that Kellawe's Register 
is immediately followed by the ecclesiastical taxations 
for & portion of the diocese of Durham; after which 
come lists of Ordinations from 1334 to 1345 ; and then 
the episcopal and palatinate acts of Richard de Bury 
from A.D. 1838 to about the year 1342. 

225. Thusit will be seen, as before mentioned, that the 
whole of the Registers of Louis de Beaumont, as well as 
the portion containing the first four years of the acts of 
Richard de Bury, are lost. A fact to be regretted, inas- 
much as the interval between 1317 and 1338 embraces 
& stirring and interesting period in the history of the 
Palatinate.

ing his tenure of office, he was twice sent on Pus 
to the Pope. At his first audience with the Supreme 
Pontiff, he was appointed by him chief chaplain of 
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his chapel, and received a rochet,! in place of a bull, for 
the next vacant bishopric in England. He was also 
made dean of Wells, archdeacon of Northampton, and 
prebendary of York,? Lincoln, Salisbury, and Lichfield. 
Such were his pluralities, that the ecclesiastical benefices 
held by him were valued at 5,000 marks yearly. 

234. On his second embassy to the Pope, he had cer- 
tain powers granted to him respecting the promotion of 
his clerks, and was allowed the privilege, when he ap- 
proached the Pope or cardinals, to be attended by 20 
clerks arrayed in uniform vestments, and 36 esquires 
also dressed alike. 

235. While returning to England, he heard at Paris of . 
the death of Bishop Beaumont and of the King’s letter to 
the Pope, requesting that he might be promoted to the 
vacant see. Upon William de Tykall, rector of Stanhop, 
advising him to send letters to the cardinals, and his 
other friends at the Roman Court urging his promotion, 
he made answer that he would never consent to make 
application for that or any other see.

40), and Chan- Exchequer 
cellor of England on the 28th of September following « coded 
(Claus, 8 Edw. IIL, m. 10, in dorso). 

237. During his episcopate, he was sent on three occa- Ambassador 
sions as ambassador to the King of France, and in the Antwerp, 
like capacity to Antwerp and Brabant. He does not seem bant. 
to have taken any very active part in the Scottish wars, 
though he deemed it his duty to see that none of the 
liberties of his Palatinate were infringed or lessened ?; 
at the same time he attended with scrupulous care to the 
affairs of his diocese.

* He, undoubtedly, bad his Mint, 
for there are two grants to him of 
one (Rot.

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bury, the other of Armagh. Others among his chaplains 
were Richard Binteworth, who became Bishop of Lon- 
don, Walter Seagrave, afterwards Bishop of Chichester, 
Walter Burley, celebrated for his numerous writings, John 
Mauduyt, the astronomical scholar, Robert Holcot, an 
author of some repute in his day, and Richard Kyllving- 
ton, an eminent logician.

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tained half for himself, gave ten pounds to the kitehener, 
and the remaining fifteen to the refectorer, in aid of their 
respective offices. We learn, however, from the same 
authority, that after Bury had attained the honours of 
the pontificate, he felt himself conscience-stricken, pro- 
bably at having, to all appearance, taken undue advan- 
tage of the necessities of others, and restored most of 
the books to the monastery, his name being written at 
the beginning of each. Others again were sold by the 
bishop’s executors to Abbot Richard’s successor, Michael 
de Mentmore, who used every exertion to regain them, 
and got them back again at a cheaper rate than a 
stranger could have bought them; it being, however, a 
condition in return for the favour, that the convent 
should have the soul of the deceased: bishop specially com- 
mended in their prayers. 

245. This deservedly celebrated prelate, after presiding His death. 
over the see of Durham rather more than eleven years, 
died at his manor-house at Aukeland, on the 14th of April 
1345,' and was buried on the south side of the cross aisle 
of his eathedral.

It has 
been deemed expedient to give the text of each, inasmuch 
as the variations between the two texts are so numerous, 
as to render it impossible to denote them at the foot of 
the page. In many instances the Balliol MS. appears 
more correct than the transcript in Bury’s Register, and 
gives clauses which are there omitted. In some cases, 
however, the last-named MS.' contains what are apparently 
better readings.

These are the usages between Use and Derewent’— 
That is to say, that when the country was the king's 
forest, then each vill commoned with the other in all 
the wastes between those waters. And since, when the 
country was disafforested, through the great ransom that 
the country gave to king Henry, son of king John, who 
granted his charter that each fnan between Use and 
Derewent' might approve and inclose those wastes, and 
make parks, without disturbance ; thereupon, from that 
time, there have been approvements made [by] all the 
lords of all the vills, small and great, between the waters, 
from the wastes, at their will, and without disturbance, 
and without asking leave of the lords, or of the tenants, 
of the vills near or distant ; but that the free tenants, who 
hold according to the ancient bounds of the vill where the 
approvement is made, may have share of the approvement, 
according to the quantity of their tenements, because they 
contributed to the ransom; and because the common ‘is 
used, and ought to be, as it was before, in' the time it 
was forest; that is to say, that each vill between Sogflet 
and the bridge of Battle may common in all seasons in 
‘moors and in woods, and in wastes that lie uninclosed, 
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except in the Haye of Langwathe; and also [may com- 
mon], at open times, in fields [and] in meadows after corn 
and*hay have been carried away, that is to say, beasts 
that come astray and enter thereon without guard of pas- 
ture, with horn and staff;} but as to pasture in defence 
beasts ought not to be allowed on another person's soil 
without the will of him to whom the soil belongs. Be- 
cause that strange folk who have ands between Use and 
Derewent, neither are wont nor ought to create usage 
between the waters, that is strange in all other countries, 
and also the lords and tenants who have [not] approved 
all their own wastes greatly desired that their neighbours, 
who have large waste, should be prevented from making 
approvement, because they wished to common therein, 
they brought writs of Novel Disseisin of their common 
of pasture in one vill as pertaining to their freehold . 
[situate] in another vill in the Eyres, against their 
. neighbours of the other vills, to oust and prevent the 
approvements that have been made by their neighbours 
of their wastes near [to them]. And when the usage 
was told and pleaded by twelve sworn men before 
the justices in Eyre, they agreed and awarded that 
the usage has been kept up for so long a time that 
they held it as law, and so held as to the approve- 
ments; in addition to which, it has been since averred 
and found, by eyrolment, at seven of the Eyres that have 
been at York; and this usage Sir Roger de Turkelby, 
who was justice in three Eyres throughout England, 
who was lord of the vill of North Duffeld between 
the waters, did not disturb throughout all his domain.

seized into the hands of the lord the king the manor of 
Hert’ and of Herternesse, with the appurtenances, to the 
deterioration and prejudice of the said franchise. And, 
moreover, one John Irish came and entered the said 
franchise by commission out of the Chancery of our lord 
the king, as he said, and seized into the hand of our lord 
the king Bernard Castle, and the manor of Gaynforth, 
with the appurtenances, which are within the said fran- 
chise, which still remain in the hand of our lord the king.

Of the 
land of Ralph del, Greneside, to enlarge the outlet from 
Cranbrock', 3 acres. Of the land of William de Knythe- 
ley, near to Linteburn’, 3 acres. Of the land of Adam 
Fitz-Gilbert of Medmesley, Andrew Fitz-Gilbert of the 
same vill, [and] William Lord of Medmesley, let there be 
an outlet from the vill of Medmesley to the More [Moor], 
which contains 2 acres. Of the land of Thomas le Fever 
of Medmesley, in' the cutlet of the same vill, half an acre. 
Of the land which Nicholas de Eden held above Wytton, 
2 acres. Of the land of William de Heley, in the outlet 
of the vill of Heley, one rood.. Of the land of Adam 
Fitz-Gilbert, let an outlet be made for Adam de Caldesete 
below Vemth tofte, unto the More, which contains 3 roods. 
Besides this, forasmuch as a aforesaid riders are ad- 
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vised, that the tenants of the wastes surcharge thé pasture 
of the freeholders, so that they cannot have sufficiency of 
pasture for their stint ; it is ordained, and assented, by. 
the riders, that all those who hold approvements made of 
wastes since the time of the said now existing bishop, are 
not ‘to common with the other neighbours out of their 
lands, save only after the erop is carried away, and that 
by beasts to improve ! their land ; and that the freeholders 
without common with them in their approvements at the 
sametime. And that they keep their tenements enclosed, 
that so others without have no damage by default of 
enclosure. And if beasts enter, through default of 
enclosure, in close time, let them be driven back again 
without making amends, if they are not destructive 
beasts, accustomed to do damage ; saving to the bishop 
his ancient rights in severalty. And it is granted by the 
said riders that Homel More lies in common, that which 
is unenclosed, until it is enclosed; so that neighbours 
are to have no damage through default of enclosure, if 
beasts enter; and when the same shall be enclosed, they 
are to have common after the crop is carried away. 
Be it remembered, that those who claim common by 
specialty, are not to be foreclosed of their right of action 
by this indenture, Walter de Seleby has released to Sir 
Antony, bishop of Durham, all the right and claim that 
he had of common of pasture on the lands newly approved 
in the moors of Boldon’, Clivedon’, Neuton’ and Qwite- 
bern’, on the one side of Bolburn, for 5 acres of land 
which William Presteman held in Neuton’; to hold [the 
same] of the bishop by his charter, for the rendering of 
one rose yearly. And this same Walter has released to 
the said bishop all the right that he claimed on the other 
side of Bolburn, as his common of pasture in the lands 
newly approved in the said vills, for 2 acres of land near 
to his house; to hold by charter of the bishop, for the: 
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rendering of one rose yearly. William. Ward of Neuton 
has released to the said bishop all the right and claim, 
that he had, or can have, in the common of pasture 
appertaining to his freehold, in all the lands newly ap- 
proved in the said vills in the time of the said bishop, 
. for 5 acres of land which William Prestman held in 
Neuton'; and will always hold [them] by charter of the 
said bishop, rendering 2s. yearly. And he is to have a 
toft at the end of the vill of Neuton’. Isabel de Here- 
forth has released all the right that she had to common 
of pasture in the approvements of wastes made by Antony, 
bishop of Durham, and his ministers, throughout all his 
time, in-the said vills, for 4 acres of land which John de 
Hilton held in Clivedon’, and she is to have the charter 
of the bishop, and will render 48. 8d. yearly. John 
Turald, of Newcastle, has released all the right that he 
had to common of pasture in the approvements of wastes 
made by Antony, bishop of Durham, and his ministers, 
throughout all his time, in the said vills, for 12 acres of 
land in the plain of Qwitebern’ ; to hold by the charter 
of the bishop, rendering 14s. yearly. Adam son of 
William le Rous [the Red], of Neuton’, has released all 
his right in the common of the said approvements in the 
said vills, for one mark of silver, which is paid him. 
William del Redhowe has released to the said bishop all 
the right that he had-in the common of lands newly 
approved in the wastes of Gatesheved, for 124 acres of 
land, to hold by the charter of the bishop, rendering 
yearly 43. 2d. Wilhanr Fitz-Walter of Hessewell’ has 
released all his right in the common of the said approve- 
ments in the pasture of Sateleyhey, for one acre of. land 
before his gate at Sateley, and he is to have the charter 
of the bishop, and will render yearly one penny. Saving 
unto all the aforesaid in the places ridden over common 
throughout the year, and in the lands that remain ap- 
proved, common after the crop is carried away. Be it 
remembered, that this riding was done in Trinity Term, 
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the year of the reign of our lord the king Edward, son 
of king Henry, the thirty-first. '

Unto our lord the king of England pray the good folk 
of the franchise of Durham, between Tyme and These, 
that,-if it please him, he will redress the.things under- 
written, the which bélong to him to redress, in default of 
the bishop of Durham ; who has ofttimes been expostu- 
lated with thereon, and will not amend them. 

The first is, that whereas it is ordained by our lord 
the king and his council that no free man shall be 
taken, or imprisoned, if it be not by inquisition or by 
sakerburg,’ or else taken in the mainour, or accused of 
bad repute; the bailiffs of the bishop take the people of 
the country, and retain them in prison at their will, 
against the form aforesaid.—Thereon the king doth will, 
and the bishop doth grant, that from henceforth no man 
" Shall be taken, or imprisoned, except in the form 
above-mentioned. 

On another side, that whereas the Magna Charta 
willeth that no chief lord shall have the wardship of any 
one if he does not hold of him by knight-service, there 
come the bailiffs of the bishop, and take lands into ward- 
ship by the bishop, which are not held of him, as also 
lands which are held of him by services certain, against 
the form of the charter aforesaid.—There the king doth 
will, and doth grant of his grace unto the bishop, that he 
shall have the wardship of those who hold of him by 
knight-service, together with the wardship of lands 
which [are] held of others by the like service, for his 
royalty. And the king doth will that as to those who 
hold of the bishop by service certain, or in drengage, 
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and of others [who] hold by knight-service, or by service 
certain, the bishop shall have no wardship of lands in 
this manner held of others. 

On another side, that no man of the bishoprie be im- 
pleaded in Court Christian, except for testament and for 
matrimony ; and that those who are impleaded for other 
things in the same court, may have prohibition and at- 
tachment against the official, as well as against the, party, 
ihe which is not now granted by the ministers of the 
bishop.—There the king doth will and the bishop doth 
grant, that every man shall have attachment as well 
against the official, às against the party. 

And whereas, where it is lawful for every free man to 
make a will on his own land, and to take coal mine 
found in his own land, there come the bailiffs of the 
bishop, and disturb as well the lords of the vills, as 
other freeholders, so that they cannot by the things 
aforesaid make their profit, against the common law of 
the land.— There the king doth will, and the bishop doth 
grant, that this article be held in all points, saving the 
right of his church. 

Besides this, whereas no free man of the bishopric used 
to be impleaded except in the free court of the bishop, 
there come the bailiffs of the bishop, and make them im- 
plead in hallmotes, and tax the amercements by their 
villeins, against the common law of the realm.—There 
the bishop doth grant, that it shall not be done from 
henceforth. 

And that no man who is taken in the franchise of 
Durham for act done in the same franchise, be im- 
prisoned in the wapentak’ of Sadberge, and no man 
taken for trespass done in the wapentak be impri- 
soned at Durham; a thing that is not now allowed in 
the time of this bishop.—The king doth will, and the 
bishop doth grant, that no man shall be imprisoned 
out of the franchise of Durham, except only as his pre- 
decessors did. é 
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And whereas all the free men of the bishopric used to 
be quit of toll of all manner of purchases, except only in 
merchant towns, there come the bailiffs of the bishop, 
. and take toll in common, as well from those who buy an 
acre of corn in the ground, ox or cow, or any other 
manner of sustenancé, in all the vills of Upland! as in 
a vill merchant; and this by extortion, which was never 
done in the time of his. predecessors.— There the king 
doth will, and the bishop doth grant, that no toll be 
taken of those who buy in the vills of Upland, or any 
other way, except in vills merchant, as his predecessors 
took. 

And that no minister of the bishop seize another's land 
or chattels into the bishop's hand, without writ of the 
Chancery as warrant; if it be not after the death of an 
ancestor who held in chief of the bishop: a thing that is 
not now allowed.—There the bishop doth will that the 
article be upheld in all points. 

And that no minister of the bishop levy debt of any 
free man, if it be not acknowledged, or recovered in court, 
or the ascertained debt of the bishop.—There the bishop 
doth grant that the article be upheld in all points. 

And that no carriage be levied from free ‘men, if it 
be not for a certain gift, as is the usage throughout the 
realm ; except of those who hold their lands by such 
service; and this the bishop does not allow.—There the 
bishop doth will, and doth grant, that no carriage be 
taken of free men, except for his gift, as it is given with- 
out; and of others he doth will that carriage be taken as 
in the time of his predecessors. 

And that every free man may give, sell, and let, his 
lands and his tenements, at his will, to hold of the chief 
lord, without mesne [lord], by the services due and 
accustomed; and this the bishop does not allow. — 
There the king doth will, and the bishop doth grant, 
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that it be done for the whole as s desired, ind this for his 
royalty. 

And that no underbailiff of the coroner be on horse- 
baek, but only the four chief coroners, as it was in the 
time of his predecessors; which is not now allowed.— 
There the king doth will, and the bishop doth grant, 
that no underbailiff shall be on horseback, any more than 
it was in the time of his predecessors. 

Besides this, whereas all the men of the bishopric used 
to have free entry and egress at the Gate of the Bailey of 
Durham, to the holy body,’ there the bishop and his 
ministers do not allow them.—The een doth will that - 
this be observed. 

Besides this, that every free man may course to take 
all manner of beasts found without the bounds of the free 
chase, and without parks, and within the free chase in 
Akergath; as to hare and fox, cat and badger ; and that 
the boundaries of the free chase should not be more 
enlarged than they were in the time of-king John, and 
in the time of his predecessors; the which is now not 
allowed.—There the bishop doth answer, that as to 
beasts found without the boundaries of his chase, and 
without parks, he doth entirely will it; and as to 
hare and fox found within Akergarth, the bishop doth 
grant to those who have specialty, where they them- 
selves and their ancestors had the same in the timé of his 
predecessors. 

And whereas all the vills of the bishopric out of the 
free chase are charged with a rent which is called 
* wodehire," for having dead wood, that is to wit, wood . 
beaten down by the wind, and branches of timber wood 
and dried oaks, that he will grant that-they may have it 
in the manner they used to take it, or that they be quit 
of the rent; and this the bishop doth not allow.— There 
the bishop doth answer, that he found his church seised, 
: and that his pe died seised ; wherefore the Ene 
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doth charge him that, at his own peril.he do right to 
the good people of the country as to this rent. 

Besides this, whereas the free people of the bishopric 
who were attached for vert and for venison of the free 
chase or the parks, were wont to acquit [themselves] by 
the country in all the time of his predecessors, or by 
[making] their law at pleas of the. forests of Aukeland, 
there come the ministers of the bishop, and take them, 
and put them in prison, and retain them at their own 
will, by the averment of a forester, without receiving any 
law [jury], or taking inquisition; and those who were 
attainted of vert used to be amerced according to the 
amount of the trespass, and that by suitors of the court of 
the free chase of Aukeland ; and the bailiffs of the bishop 
amerce them at their own will, without any assessment 
by the suitors.—There the king doth will, and the bishop 
doth grant, that if a free man be indicted by oath of the 
foresters of his free chase, or of his parks, the foresters 
are to cause them to be attached upon pledges at their 
pleas of Aukeland, and there is the plaint to be made; 
and if he can acquit himself, he is to go acquitted, and 
if he be attainted of damage done in park, he is to be 
punished according to the statute. And if he be at- 
tainted as to the free chase, he is to be punished accord- 
ing as they are elsewhere as to free chase throughout 
the realm. - 

Besides this, that he will redress the approvements 
made in the free chase and without, as to their entries 
&nd their outlets stopped, to the grievous hurt of the 
said good folks, that they have not free entry or outlet, 
or sufficient pasture for their free tenements.—The king 
doth will, and the bishop doth grant, that four proved 
men on part of the bishop shall be chosen, and four 
on part of the commonalty, and that they shall be sworn 
loyally to correct the approvements made throughout 
the bishopric; so that every free man may have sufficient 
pasture and befitting entry and outlet to their pasture, 
fully as much as belongs to their free tenements; and 
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that which shall by them be abated shall be. held as 
common pasture, | 

Besides this, whereas no free man is bound to do ser- 
vice beyond the waters of Tyne and of Teise, there have . 
come the bailiffs of the bishop, &nd have distrained them 
io do service elsewhere, at their own proper charge, and 
those who were not able, they took and imprisoned, with 
those who went into Scotland, and for default of means 
returned, where no money from the bishop they received. 
—The bishop doth will, that from henceforth they shall 
not be thereto distrained, to go at their own charge, but 
only at his own expense, and this in great need in defence 
of the franchise. | 

Besides this, that no issues shall be levied in the - 
franchise aforesaid, save in making distress for defaults, 
and retaihing such distress, and taking no more, until 
the parties come into court, to answer, just as has been 
ihe usage in the same franchise time out of mind ; and 
this the bishop does not permit, but causes issues to be 
levied up to 20i, &nd to 30L, and to 401. against the 
usage aforesaid.— The bishop thereto doth answer, and 
doth ‘say that he is willing to levy issues just as the 
king does without, and as to that he prayed award 
of the king's council; wherefore it was adjourned to 
Parliament.

Whereas lately for some reasons the franchise of the 
bishop of Durham was taken into the hand of our lord 
the king Edward, son of the king Henry, at his Par- 
liament at Westminster, on the Octaves of Saint John, 
in the 30th year of his reign; and the people of the 
commonalty of the franchise of Durham had shown 
divers plaints and grievances against Antony, then bishop 
of Durham, and his ministers, unto them done. And then 
at Durham, and three weeks from Easter, in the year of 
the reign of the king aforesaid the thirty-first, before his 
council, it*was amicably treated between the aforesasid 
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bishop and commonalty, upon the plaints and grievances 
aforesaid. And afterwards there, before the said our 
lord the king, was this treaty rehearsed, in the presence , 
of the parties, appeased and agreeing thereon, in the form 
which follows.— ‘ 

That is to say, that bs the aforesaid folk felt 
themselves aggrieved for that whereas no free man ought 
to be taken or imprisoned, if it be not by inquisition or 
by sakerburg, or taken in the mainour ; the bailiffs of the 
bishop took the people of the country, and retained them 
in prison, at their own will, against the form aforesaid ; 
the bishop doth grant, that no one shall be imprisoned . 
by his bailiffs in his franchise, otherwise than is the usage 
elsewhere in the realm; and that inquests shall be made 
by the coroners of the bishopric, as is the usage elsewhere 
in the realm according to the form of the Statute. 

And whereas the said commonalty pray that no free 
men of the bishopric be impleaded in Court Christian, 
" except as to testament and matrimony, and that those 
who as to other things are impleaded in the same court, 
may have prohibition and attachment against the official, 
as well as against the party ; the bishop doth grant that 
neither prohibition nor attachment be to any one for- 
bidden, and that those who contravene the prohibition 
shall be punished according to the law, whatever judge 
of Holy Church it may be. 

As concerning lands and tenements which are held in 
drengage; the bishop doth claim the wardship of tene- 
ments holden of him, and for this reason he does not claim 
wardship of tenements holden- of others, save of tenants 
of the prior. 

And as to this, that the people of the commonalty felt 
themselves aggrieved that the bishop caused to be seized 
and held in his wardship lands which are held of others, by 
knight-service, by reason that those same tenants held of 
him by knight-service ; the bishop says that he ought to 
have such wardships by his prerogative, of lands which

those same tenants held of others by knight-service, 
between Tyne and Teise, just as the king has them else- 
where in England. And because that the bishop and 
the said people could not agree on this point, they sub- 
mitted themselves thereon to the said our lord the king. 
And the king, to the honour of God and of Saint Cuthbert, 
did grant, that the bishop had the same, just as he him- 
self has it elsewhere in England. And as to those who 
held nothing of the bishop, he claimed no wardship. 
And’ whereas, where it is lawful for each free man to 
make a mill on his own land, and to take a mine of - 
-eoal, and of iron, the bailiffs of the bishop disturbed as 
. well the lords of vills, as other free tenants, so that they 
could not of the things aforesaid their profit make; the 
bishop doth will, and grant, that every man may make a 
mill, if it be not on land which owes suit to his mill, or 
be hurtful to him, or where he could have some other 
redress ; and that every [man] may take a mine of ‘coal, 
or of iron, on his several land, and also where others have 
common in the same manor, just as he himself does in 
his own several land, and where others have common. | 
And whereas ho free man of the bishopric was wont 
to be impleaded: except in the free court of the bishop, 
came the bailiffs of:the bishop, and made them im- 
plead at hallmotes, and amerced then among the 
villeins, against common law of the realm; the bishop 
doth will and grant, that no free man shall come, if he 
does not wish to come there, to make plaint at any vil- 
lein [court]; and if wrong be done to him by any villein, 
and if he will not make plaint elsewhere, in a free court 
let a writ be granted him. 
And whereas no free man who is taken in the franchise 
of Durham for ! deed done in the same franchise, should 
be imprisoned in the wapentake of Sadberg’, and no man 
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taken for trespass committed in the wapentake should 
be imprisoned at Durham, the which is not now allowed ; 
the bishop doth will and grant, that it 80 be, except those 
who are arrested for trespass done to himself. 

And whereas all the free men of the bishopric were 
wont to be quit of toll of all manner of purchases made 
in & vill of Upland,’ there came the bailiffs of the bishop, 
and took toll in common, as well of those who buy an 
acre of corn in the ground, ox, or cow, or any other 
manner of sustenance, in all the vills of Upland, just as 
in a vill merchant: and that by extortion, which was 
never done in the time of his predecessors ; whereon the 
bishop said, that it was not by him, and he doth will and 
grant, that from henceforth no toll be taken, except in 
the same places, and in the same manner, as it was wont 
to be taken in the time of his predecessors. 

And that no one of his ministers seize other's lands or 
chattels into his hand, without writ of the Chancery as 
warrant, unless it be after the death of an ancestor who 
held in chief of him; the which is not now allowed; 
the bishop doth fully will and grant, that no land or 
chattel be seized into his hand, otherwise than has been 
the usage in the time of his predecessors. 

And that no one of his ministers levy debt from any 
one of his free men, if it be not acknowledged, or recovered 
in court, or his? assured debt; the bishop doth fully will 
and grant. 

And whereas they pray that no carriage be taken of 
free men, if it be not for a certain recompense, as is the 
usage throughout the realm, except [of] those who hold 
their lands by such service, and this is not now allowed ; 
the bishop doth fully will and grant, that it shall not 
be otherwise done, if it be not in time of war, as the king 
and other lords do in such case. 

And that no underbailiff of the coroner be on horse- 
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back, but only the four coroners, as it was in the time of 
his predecessors ; the bishop doth fully will and grant 
the same. 

. Besides this, that whereas all the men of the bishopric 
were wont to have free egress and entry, at the Gate of 
the Bailey, to go to the holy body, he and his ministers 
will not allow them, as they said; the bishop doth will. 
and grant, that no one be impeded on his part, except 
in time of war, and at other time when need shall be 
for care, and still at this same time the’ bishop doth will 
and grant that they may freely enter and go forth, people 
of ill suspicion excepted. 

And whereas they pray that every free man may 
course and take all manner of beasts, out of the bounds of 
the free chase, out of the park, and within the free chase 
in Agregarth, for hare and for fox, cat, and badger, 
the which is not now permitted; the bishop doth will 
and grant that it shall be fully lawful for every free 
man to course and take all manners of beasts of venison, 
found without the bounds of the free chase, -if it be not 
in park, or unless ‘the beast chased is followed by man, 
or by dog, from out of the chase, when he has the same 
chased by himself, or by another in his name. And as to 
coursing and taking hare, fox, cat, and badger, within the © 
said chase, in Agregarth ; the bishop doth fully will and 
grant, that those who are especially enfeoffed by charter 
by him, or by his predecessors, to course there, and take 
such manner within, may course there and take, save his 
venison. : ' 

And besides this, whereas the free men of the bishop- 
ric, who were attached for vert or for venison of the free 
chase, were wont to acquit themselves by good country,! 
in all time of his predecessors, his ministers have taken 
them, and imprisoned and retained at their own will, by 
the averment of a forester, without receiving any law ? or 
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taking inquisition ; and those who were attainted 
of vert, were wont to be amerced according to the 
amount of the trespass, and that by the suitors of the 
court of the free chase; [but] his bailiffs amerce them at 
their own will, without any assessment by the suitors ; the 
bishop doth will and grant, that such manner of attach- 
ynents shall: not from henceforth be used, for trespass of 
venison, in the said franchise, but that upon presentment 
by foresters, inquests of office shall be taken in the court 
of the said chase, by good men sworn; and those who 
shall be indicted by inquest of trespass of venison, shall 
be attached to come to the court aforesaid, and shall there 
put themselves upon good inquest of the country, if they 
wish to rebut the trespass, as to which they are indicted, 
by inquest; and if they are of trespass of venison at- 
tainted by inquest on which they put themselves,! or are 
willing to acknowledge the trespass, let them be punished 
for the said trespass, just as they do elsewhere in England, 
in like ease; and as for vert, if they be attainted by 
inquest, or taken in the mainour, let them be. amerced, 
according to the amount of the trespass.  - 

Besides this, [whereas] those who were wont to be at- 
tached for averment of venison taken in park, were wont to 
acquit themselves by good country, there came the bailiffs, 
and detained them in prison at their own will, without 
taking any inquest; the bishop doth will and grant, that 
those indicted of such trespass may acquit themselves by 
good country, if they be not found in the mainour.* 

And whereas all the men who dwell in the free chase 
were wont to have housebote and heibote? to burn 
and repair* with, and to enclose with, and to be quit of 
-pannage, the which they ought to have ancestrally, or by 
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feoffment, and this was not permitted; the bishop doth 
will and grant, that their estate be upheld, such as it was 
in the time of their predecessors, and such as they have 
and [have] enjoyed, ancestrally or by feoffment. 

And that the free men of the free chase be not charged 
with more foresters than they used to have, and that no 
ward be divided among two, and that no forester be on 
horseback save only the two masters, And that the 
foresters on foot take no cornsheaves or other things 
except from henceforth from grassmen and their bond- 
men, but just as they were wont to take of them be- 
fore, in the time of his predecessors; the bishop doth 
will and grant, as to taking cornsheaves, that they take 
neither sheaves nor any other things, from free tenants, 
nor yet from. others, otherwise than they were wont to do 
in the time of his predecessors. And as to appointing 
foresters at his will, whether on foot or on horse, or more 
or less ; it is quite lawful for him ; for his foresters are at 
the cost of himself and of his villeins ; and he doth will 
and grant that those whom he puts there, more than 
there used to be, shall take nothing of the country, neither 
cornsheaves nor other things. 

And whereas the said commonalty prays, that he will 
redress the approvements made in the free chase, and 
without, both as to their entries and their outlets being 
Stopped, to the grievous hurt of the said commonalty, so 
that they have neither free entry nor outlet, nor yet 


‘sufficient pasture, appertaining to their free tenements ; 


the bishop doth will and grant that, where such ap- 
provements, of his own time, are hurtful, so that the 
people have not sufficient common, they be corrected 
according to law. And the king doth will that the cor- 
rection be made by the [feast of] St. John next to come. 

And in cases where his wastes were let to ferm, and 
then waived through poverty, in the free chase and with- 
out, his bailiffs came there, and took their beasts from 
the next neighbours, and levied the ferm from them, 
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against the common usage of the country, the bishop says 
that it was not by him, and doth will and grant that 
from henceforth it be not done. 

Besides this, the people of the said community pray, 
that no issues be levied in the franchise aforesaid (beyond 
making distress for defaults, and detaining the distresses, 
and taking no more), until the party comes into court to 
answer, as has been the usage from time beyond memory ; 
the bishop says that he does no other thing, nor claims 
to do, than as persons do elsewhere in the realm, in like 
case. | 
And all these the things above granted, the bishop doth 
will and doth grant, for him and for his church, and for 
his successors, as far as in him lies, that they be kept and 
remain firm and established, for the people of the said 
community, and for their heirs, for ever. And besides 
this, forasmuch as all the articles and grievances aforesaid 
are amicably accorded upon, and as to the same the people 
of the said community, all and every of them, have re- 
leased the proper person of the said bishop, as to all the 
damages which they have had and received, by occasion 
of the articles aforesaid ; the said bishop, for the honour 
and the reverence of our lord the king, who in this agree- 
ment has taken part, has remitted all manner of ire and 
rancour, and of ill will, that he has, or has had, against 
them and every of them, by reason of the contents [hereof] 
aforesaid.

You shall enquire, and shall say on your oaths, as to 
sheriffs and their clerks, hundredors, bailiffs, ministers,

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constables, warders of prisons, and bailiffs of franchises 
of the same county, the which, by colour of their office, 
for causes not rightful, and feigned, have aggrieved the 
people of the said county in divers manners. 

As to sheriffs and their clerks, hundredors, bailiffs and 
ministers, constables, warders of prisons, and bailiffs of 
franchises of the same county, who unimpeded, by their 
own procuring, in the tourns of the sheriff or elsewhere, 
by bills delivered to the dozens! and in other manner, 
cause persons to be indicted for homicides, robberies, 
larcenies, receiving, and other things done against the 
erown of our lord the king, who are not guilty, for hate or 
for evil covetousness their lands or their chattels to have. 

As to those who make persons become appealers* 
against their will, by duress, and by pain which they 
inflict upon them in prison, and to accuse as well clerks. 
as other people, not guilty, and of good fame. 

As to those who make and procure approvers falsely 
to indict people; through which indictment they are 
taken and kept in prison durance, until they have made 
fine at the will of the warders of the prisons. 

As to the sheriffs and the warders of prisons, who let 
out upon plevin persons who are not plevishable, for 
gifts of theirs. And as to those who do not let out 
persons upon plevin, who are plevishable, unless it be 
upon grievous fine unto them made. 

And as to those who, at the coming of the justices 
assigned for the gaol delivery, detain in the gaol some 
prisoners, because they will not give them of their pro- 
perty, or until they have made fine at their own will. 

And as to those who take a certain amount of property 
from prisoners, against their will, to obtain writs for their 
delivery, or who embezzle writs to delay the demandants.

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As to sheriffs and bailiffs who will not make execution 
upon writs of the king brought to them, for livery of 
seisin of land, or levying debts or damages, before that 
they have been largely feed by those who make suit. 

And also as to those who delay to make execution of 
the writs of the king, for gifts which they take of the 
adverse party, or who embezzle writs, to delay the de- 
mandant in his plea. 

As to clerks of sheritfs who falsely answer that the 
writs came so late that they could do nothing, whereas 
the writs came to them in time enough; or who take 
writs not sealed with the king’s seal. 

And as to those who return that they have sent word to 
the bailiffs of the franchise, when they did nothing thereof, 
seeing that they made no return to them [the bailiffs]. 

And also when the bailiffs of the franchise send suffi- 
cient answer to the sheriff, and the sheriff returns that 
he has sent word to the bailiffs of the franchise, who 
did nothing thereon ; whereby right is often delayed. 

And as to those who levy of divers persons the king’s 
debts, and then do not acquit them on their account. 

As to those who let the debts of the king that are 
levyable be delayed for gifts which they take. 

As to those who take and attach corn, carts and horses 
for carriage, more than they have command, and then 
leave them in peace for gifts which they take. 

And also as to bailiffs who cause to be summoned more 
persons than there shall be need, to be on inquests and 
on assizes, and then take out of their panel the best 
and the most sufficient for gifts which they take; and 
who put upon the panels persons who were not sum- 
moned, or who made no view. 

As to sheriffs and bailiffs who burden the country, by 
overcharge for bailiffs and people on horseback more than 
there used to be. 

As to sheriffs and bailiffs who return their writs, and 
put [therein] pledges and mainpernors in their absence. 
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As to bailiffs who grant to the freeholders of their 
bailiwick, for certain fine made to them, that they be 
not on assizes or juries. 

As to those who take of abbots, priors, parsons, and 
other people of Holy Church, or any others, corn, beasts, 
carts or horses for carriage, without especial command of 
the king; and from the ones take to aggrieve them, and 
spare the others for their giving. And as to other 
duresses and divers grievances done to the people by 
bailiffs of the king, whoever they may be. 

As to bailiffs who levy of vills which are assessed at a 
certain sum of 2 pence or of 4 pence, to the use of knights 
coming to Parliament by the king’s mandate, for their 
expenses; and, besides this, levy for their own use of 
each vill 2&, or more or less, to the great grievance of 
the people. 

-As to sheriffs and their ministers who suffer people 
indicted before them, or before others, to remain in the 
country not taken, for their giving. 

As to sheriffs who suffer people attached and arraigned 
before justices for a man’s death, at the suit of the king 
or of others, and to them delivered safely to keep in 
prison until they are delivered by law, to go about the 
country, for their giving, or as a favour.

As far back as the year 1800, a Committee of the House of Commons 
recommended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to the Public 
Records, and thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House of 
Commons reiterated that recommendation in more forcible words; but it 
was not until the incorporation of the State Paper Office with the Public 
Record Office that the Master of the Rolls found himself in a position to take 
the necessary steps for carrying out the wishes of the House of Commons. 


On 7 December 1855, he stated to the Lords of the Treasury that although 
« the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge constitute the most

Acting. upon the recommendations of the Committees of the House of 
Commons above referred to, he suggested to the Lords of the Treasury that 
to effect the object he had in view it would be necessary for him to employ a 
few persons fully qualified to perform the work which he contemplated. 


Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared 
and printed, and empowered the Master of the Rolls to take such steps as 
might be necessary for this purpose.

On 25 July 1822, the House of Commons presented an address to the 

Crown, stating that the editions of the works of our ancient historians were 
inconvenient and defective; that many of their writings still remained in 
manuscript, and, in some cases, in a single copy only. They added, “ that an 
* uniform and convenient edition of the whole, published under His Majesty’s 
* royal sanction, would be an undertaking honourable to His Majesty’s reign, 
* and conducive to the advancement of historical and constitutional know- 
* ledge ; that the House therefore humbly besought His Majesty, that He 
** would be graciously pleased to give such directions as His Majesty, in His 
* wisdom, might think fit, for the publication of a complete edition of the 
* ancient historians of this realm, and assured His Majesty that whatever 
expense might be necessary for this purpose would be made good." 
The Master of the Rolls, being very desirous that effect should be given 
to the resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Majesty’s 
Treasury in 1857 s plan for the publication of the ancient chronicles and 
memorials of the United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordingly. In 
selecting these works, it was considered right, in the first instance, to 
give preference to thoBe of which the manuscripts were unique, or the 
materials of which would help to fill up blanks in English history for 
which no-satisfactory and authentic information hitherto existed in any 
accessible form. One great object the Master of the Rolls had in view was 
to form a corpus historicum within reasonable limits, and which should be 
as complete as possible. In a subject of so vast a range, it was important 
that the historical student should be able to select such volumes as conformed 
with his own peculiar tastes and studies, and not be put to the expense of 
purchasing the whole collection ; an inconvenience inseparable from any 
other plan than that which has been in this instance adopted. 

Of the Chronicles and Memorials, the following volumes have been pub. 
lished. They embrace the period from the earliest time of British history 
down to the end of the reign of Henry VII. 
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l. Tux CnugoNICLE or ENGLAND, by JonwN CaPGRAvE. Edited by the 
Rev. F. C. HiNaEsTON, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1858. 


Capgrave was prior of Lynn, in Norfolk, and provincial of the order of the 
Friars Hermits of England shortly before the year 1464. His Chronicle extends 
from the creation of the world to the year 1417. As a record of the language 
spoken in Norfolk (being written in English), it is of considerable value. 


2. CHRONICON MoNASTERI! DE ABINGDON. Vols. I. and II. Edited by 
the Rev. JosgPH STEVvENSON, M.A., of University College, Durham, 
and Vicar of Leighton Buzzard. 1858. 


This Chronicle traces the history of the great Bonedictine monastery of 
Abingdon in Berkshire, from its foundation by King Ina of Wessex, to the 
reign of Richard I., shortly after which period the present narrative was drawn 
up by an inmate of the establishment. The author had access to the title-deeds 
of the house ; and incorporates into his history various charters of the Saxon 
kings, of great importance as illustrating not only the history of the locality 
but that of the kingdom. The work is printed for the first time. 


3. Lives or Epwarp THE CoNrEssoR. I.—La Estoire de Seint Aedward 
le Rei. II.—Vita Beati Edvardi Regis et Confessoris. III.—Vits 
JEduuardi Regis qui apud Westmonasterium requiescit. Edited by 

. Henry Ricgagps Luarp, M..A., Fellow and Assistant Tutor of Trinity 
College, Cambridge. 1868. 


The first is & poem in Norman French, containing 4,686 lines, addressed to 
Alianor, Queen of Henry IIL, and probably written in the year 1245, on the 
occasion of the restoration of the church of Westminster. Nothing is known 
of the author. The second is an anonymous poem, containing 536 lines, written 
between the years 1440 and 1450, by command of Henry VI. to whom it 
is dedicated. It does not throw any new light on the reign of Edward the 
Confessor, but is valuable as a specimen of the Latin poetry of the time. The 

. third, also by an .anonymous author, was apparently written for Queen Edith, 
between the years 1066 and 1074, during the pressure of the suffering brought 
on the Saxons by the Norman conquest. It notices many facts not found in 
other writers, and some which differ considerably from the usual accounts.

.4. MoNUMENTA FRANCISCANA ; scilicet, I.—Thomas de Eccleston de Ad- 
ventu Fratrum Minorum in Angliam. II.—Adz de Marisco Epistole. 
III.—Registrum Fratrum Minorum Londonie. Edited by J. 5. 
Brewer, M.A., Professor,of English Literature, King’s College, 
London. 1858. 


This volume contains original materials for the history of the settlement of 
the order of Saint Francis in England, the letters of Adam de Marisco, and 
other papers connected with the foundation and diffusion of this great body. It 
has been the aim of the editor to collect whatever historical information could be 
found in this country, towards illustrating a period of the national history for 
which only scanty materials exist. None of these have been before printed. 


5. FAsCICULI ZiZANIORUM MaaisTRI JOHANNIS WYCLIF cuM TRITICO. 
Ascribed to THomas NETTER, of WALDEN, Provincial of the Carmelite 
Order in England, and Confessor to King Henry the Fifth. Edited by 
the Rev. W. W. Sureuey, M.A,, Tutor and late Fellow of Wadham 
College, Oxford. 1858. : 


This work derives its principal value from being the only contemporaneous 
account of the rise of the Lollards. When written, the disputes of the scbool- 
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men had been extended to the field of theology and they appear both in the 
writings of Wycliff and in those of his adversaries. Wycliff’s little bundles 
of tares are not less metaphysical than theological, and the conflict between 
Nominalists and Realists rages side by side with the conflict between the different 
interpreters of Scripture. ‘The work gives a good idea of the controversies at 
the end of the 14th and the beginning of the 15th centuries. 


6. Tue Buik or THE CRONICLIS OF SCOTLAND ; or, A Metrical Version of 
the History of Hector Boece ; by WirLiAM STEWwaRT. Vols. I., IL, 
and III. Edited by W. B. TuRNBULL, Esq., of Lincoln's Inn, Barrister- 
at-Law. 1858. 


This is a metrical translation of a Latin Prose Chronicle, and was written in the 
first half of the 16th century. The narrative begins with the earliest legends, 
and ends with the death of James I. of Scotland, and the “‘ evil ending of the 
traitors that slew him.” Strict accuracy of statement is not to be looked for in 
such a work as this ; but the stories of the colonization of Spain, Ireland, and 
Scotland are interesting if not true; and the chronicle is valuable as a reflection 
of the manners, sentiments, and character of the age in which it was composed. 
The peculiarities of the Scottish dialect are well illustrated in this metrical version, 
and the student of language will find ample materials for comparison with the 
English dialects of the same period, and with modern lowland Scotch. 


7. Jowannis Carcrave Liszr pe In.ustrisus Henricis. Edited by the 
Rev. F. C. Hinceston, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1858. 


This work is dedicated to Henry VI. of England, who appears to have been, in 
the author's estimation, the greatest of all the Henries. It is divided into three 
distinct parts, each having its own separate dedication. The first part relates only 
to the history of the Empire, and extends from the: election of Henry L, the 
Fowler, to the end of the reign of the Emperor Henry VI. 'The second part is 
devoted to English history, and extends from the accession of Henry L in the year 
1100, to the year 1446, which was the twenty-fourth year of the reign of King 
Henry Vl. ‘The third part contains the lives of illustrious men who have borne 
the name of Henry in various parts of the world. 

Capgrave was born in 1393, in the reign of Richard IL, and lived during the 
Wars of the Roses, for the history of which period his work is of some value. 


8. Historia MoNasrERI S. AuGusTINI CANTUARIENSIS, by THOMAS OF 
ELMHAM, formerly Monk and Treasurer of that Foundation. Fdited 
by CHARLES Hampwick, M.A., Fellow of St. Catharine's Hall, and 
Christian Advocate in the University of Cambridge. 1858.

This history extends from the arrival of St. Augustine in Kent until 1191. 
Prefixed is a chronology as far as 1418, which shows in outline what was to have 
been the character of the work when completed. The only copy known is in the 
possession of Trinity Hall, Cambridge. The author was connected with Norfolk, 
and most probably with Elmham, whence he derived his name. 


9. EuLoaruM (HisTORIARUM SIVE TEMPORIS): Chronicon ab Orbe condito 
usque ad Annum Domini 1366 ; a Monacho quodam Malmesbiriensi 
exaratum. Vols. L, II., and III. Edited by F. S. HAvpon, Esq., B.A. 
1858—1868. 


This is a Latin Chronicle extending from the Creation to the latter part of the 
reign of Edward IIL, and written by a monk of the Abbey of Malmesbury, in 
Wiltshire, about the year 1367. A continuation, carrying the history of England 
down to the year 1413, was added in the former half of the fifteenth century by 
an author whose name is not known. The original Chronicle is divided into 
five books, and contains a history of the world generally, but more especially 
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of England to the year 1966. The continuation extends the history down to 
the coronation of Henry V. The Eulogium itself is chiefly valuable as contain- 
ing a history, by a contemporary, of the period between 1356 and 1366. The 
notices of events appear to have been wnitten very soon after their occurrence. 
Among other interesting matter, the Chronicle contains a diary of the Poitiers 
campaign, evidently furnished by some person who accompanied the army of the 
Black Prince. The continuation of the Chronicle is also the work of a contem- 
porary, and gives a very interesting account of the reigns of Richard IL and 
Henry IV. It is believed to be the earliest authority for the statement that the 
latter monarch died in the Jerusalem Chamber at Westminster. 


10. MeuoRIALS or HENRY THE SEVENTH: Bernardi Andrew 'Tholoeatis 
Vita Regis Henrici Septimi ; necnon alia qusedam ad eundem Regem 
spectantia. Edited by James GAIRDNER, Esq. 1858. 


The contents of this volume are—(1) a life of Henry VII, by his poet 
laureate and historiographer, Bernard André, of Toulouse, with some : 
tions in verse, of which he is eupposed to have been the author; (2) the journals 
of Roger Machado during certain embaseies on which he was sent by Henry VII. 
to Spain and Brittany, tbe first of which had reference to the marriage of the 
King's son, Arthur, with Catharine of Arragon; (3) two curious reports by 
envoys sent to Spain in the year 1505 touching the succession to the Crown 
of Castile, and a project of marri between Henry VII. and the Queen of 
Naples; and (4) an account of Philip of Castile's reception in England in 1506. 
Other documents of interest in connexion with the period are given in an appendix.

This volume contains three treatises which more or less illustrate the history of 
the reign of Henry V., viz.: A Life by Robert Redman ; a Metrical Chronicle by 
Thomas Elmham, prior of Lenton, a contemporary author; Versus Rhythmici, 
written apparently by a monk of Westminster Abbey, wbo was also a contempo- 
‘rary of Henry V. These works are printed for the first time.

Edited by Henry Tu6uAs Rrrzr, Esq., M.A,, 
Barrister-at-Law. 1859-1862. 


The manuscript of the Liber Albus, compiled by John Carpenter, Common 
Clerk of the City of London in the year 1419, a large folio volume, is pre- 
served in the Record Room of the City of London. It gives an account of 
the laws, regulations, and institutions of that City in the twelfth, thirteenth, 
fourteenth, and early part of the fifteenth centuries. 

The Liber Custumarum was compiled probably by various hands in the early 
part of the fourteenth century during the reign of Edward II. The manuscript, 
a folio volume, is also preserved in the Record Room of the City of London, 
though some portion in its original state, borrowed from the City in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth and never retdrned, forms part of the ian MS. 
Claudius D. II. in the British Museum. It also gives an account of the laws, 
regulations, and institutions of the City of London in the twelfth, thirteenth, and 
early part of the fourteenth centuries. 


13. CHnoNICA JoHANNIS DE OXENEDES. Edited by Sir Henry EL, 
K.H. 1859. 


Although this Chronicle tells of the arrival of Hengist and Horse in England 
in the year 449, yet it substantially begins with the reign of King Alfred, and 
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comes down to the year 1292, where it ends abruptly. The history is particu-. 
larly valuable for notices of events in the eastern portions of the kingdom, 
which are not to be elsewhere obtained, and some curious facts are mentioned 
relative to thé floods in that part of England, which are confirmed in the Fries- 
land Chronicle of Anthony Heinrich, pastor of the Island of Mohr. 


14. A CorrEcrioN or PoLiTicaL PokMS AND SONGS RELATING TO ENGLISH 
History, FROM THE ACCESSION OF Epwarp III. To THE RxicN or 
Henry VIII. Vols. ¥. and II. Edited by THomas WniaHr, Esq., 
M.A. 1859-1861. 


These Poems are perhaps the most interesting of all the historical writings of 
the period, thoagh they cannot be relied on for accuracy of statement. They 
are various in character; some are upon religious subjects, some may be called 
satires, and some give no more than a court scandal; but as a whole they pre- 
senta very fair picture of society, and of the relations of the different classes 
to one another. The period comprised is in itself interesting, and brings us, 
through the decline of the feudal system, to the beginning of our modern 
history. The songs in old English are of considerable value to the philologist. 


15. The * OPvs TeRT1UM," “Opus Minvs,” &c., of Roger Bacon. Edited 
. by J. S. Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King’s 
College, London. 1859. 


This is the celebrated treatise— never before printed—so frequently referred 
to by the great philosopher in his works. It contains the fullest details we 
of the life and labours of Roger Bacon : also a ent by the same 

author, supposed to be unique, the “ Compendium Studii Theologia." 


16. BARTHOLOMEI DE CoTTon, MoNaAcHI Norwicensis, Historia AN- 
GLICANA ; 449-1298: necnon ejusdem Liber de Archiepiscopis et 
Episcopis Anglie. Edited by Henry RicHARps Luagp, M.A., Fellow 
and Assistant Tutor of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1859. 

The author, a monk of Norwich, has here given us a Chronicle of England 
from the arrival of the Saxons in 449 to the year 1298, in or about which year 
it appears that he died. The latter portion of this history (the whole of the 
reign of Edward I. more especially) is of great value, as the writer was con- 
temporary with the events which he records An Appendix contains several 
illustrative documents connected with the previous narrative. 


17. Brur x Tywysoaion ; or, The Chronicle of the Princes of Wales, 
Edited by the Rev. Jonn WiLLIAMS AB ITHEL, M.A. 1860. 

This work, also known as “The Chronicle of the Princes of Wales,” has 
been attributed to Caradoc of Llancarvan, who flourished about the middle of 
the twelfth century. It is written in the ancient Welsh language, begins with 
the abdication and death of Caedwala at Rome, in the year 681, and continues 
the history down to the subjugation of Wales by Edward I., about the year 1282. 


18. A CoLLecTion or RoyaL AND HistoricaL LETTERS DURING THE 
Reien or Henry IV. 1399-1404. Edited by the Rev. F. C. Hin- 
axzsToN, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1860. 

This volume, like all the others in the series containing a miscellaneous selec- 
tion of letters, is valuable on account ofthe light it throws upon biographical 
history, and the familiar view it presenis of characters, manners, and events. 
The period requires much elucidation; to which it will materially contribute. 


19. Tus REPRESSOR OF OVER MUCH BLAMING OF THE CLERGY. B 
REGINALD Pecock, sometime Bishop of Chichester. Vols. I. and II. 
Edited by Cuurcuityt Basinerton, B.D., Fellow of St. John’s College, 
Cambridge. 1860. 


The “ Repressor " may be considered the earliest piece of good theological dis- 
quisition of which our English prose literature can boast. e author was born 
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sbout the end of the fourteenth century, consecrated Bishop of St. Asaph in 
the year 1444, and translated to the see of Chichester in 1450. While Bishop of 
8t. Asaph, he zealously defended his brother prelates from the attacks of those 
who censured the bishops for their neglect of duty. He maintained that it was no 
part of a bishop's functions to appear in the pulpit, and that his time might be 
more profitably spent, and his dignity better maintained, in the performance of 
works of a higher character. Among those who thought differently were the 
Lollards, and against their general doctrines the ** Repressor ? is directed. Pecock 
took up & position midway between that of the Roman Church and that of the 
modern Anglican Church; but his work is interesting chiefly because it gives a 
full account of the views ofthe Lollards and of the arguments by which they were 
supported, and because it assists us to ascertain the state of feeling which ulti- 
mately led to the Reformation. Apart from religious matters, the light'thrown upon 
contemporaneous history is very small, but the “ Repressor” has great value 
for the philologist, as it tells us what were the characteristics of the language in 
use among the cultivated Englishmen of the fifteenth century. Pecock, 

an opponent of the Lollards, showed a certain spirit of toleration, for which he 
received, towards the end of his life, the usual medioval reward—persecution. 


20. ANNALES CaMbnLE. Edited by the Rev. JoHN WILLIAMS AB ITHEL, 
M.A. 1860. 


These annals, which are in Latin, commence in the year 447, and come down 
to the year 1288. "Theearlier portion appears to be taken from an Irish Chronicle, 
which was also used by Tigernach, and by the compiler of the Annals of Ulster. 
During its first century it contains scarcely anything relating to Britain, the 
earliest direct concurrence with English history is relative to the mission of 
Augustine. Its notices throughout though brief, are valuable. The annals 
were probably written at St. Davids, by Blegewryd, Archdeacon of Llandaff, 
the most learned man in his day in all Cymru. 


21. Tne Works or GiRALDUS CAMBRENSIS. Vols. I., 1I., IIT, and IV. 
Edited by J. S. Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King's 
College, London. Vols. V. and VI. — Edited by the Rev. Janes F. 
Driwock, M.A., Rector of Barnburgh, Yorkshire. 1861-1873. 


These volumes contain the historical works of Gerald du Barry, who lived 
in the reigns of Henry IL, Richard I., and John, and attempted to re-establish 
the independence of Wales by restoring the see of St. Davids to its ancient 
primacy. llis works are of a very miscellaneous nature, both in prose and 
verse, and are remarkable chiefly for the racy and original anecdotes which 
they contain relating to contemporaries. He 1s the only Welsh writer of any 
importance who has contributed so much to the medisval literature of this 
country, or assumed, in consequence of his nationality, so free and independent 
a tone. His frequent travels in Italy, in France, in Ireland, and in Wales, gave 
him opportunities for observation which did not generally fall to the lot of medisval 
writers in the twelfth and thitteenth centuries, and of these observations Giraldus 
has made due use. Only extracts from these treatises have been printed before, 
and almost all of them are taken from unique manuscripts. 

The Topographia Hibernica (in Vol. V.) is the result of Giraldus? two visits to 
Ireland. ‘The first in the year 1188, the second in 1185-6, when he accompanied 
Prince John into that country. Curious as this treatise is, Mr. Dimock is of 
opinion that it ought not to be accepted as sober truthful history, for Giraldus 
himself states that truth was not his main object, and that he compiled the work 
for the purpose of sounding the praises of, Henry the Second. Elsewhere, how- 
ever, he declares that he had stated nothing in the Topographia of the truth of 
which he was not well assured, either by his own eyesight or by the testimony, 
with all diligence elicited, of the most trustworthy and authentic men in the 
country ; that though he did not put just the same full faith in their reports as 
in what he had himself seen, yet, as they only related what they had themselves 
seen, he could not but believe such credible witnesses. A very interesting portion 
of this treatise is devoted to the animals of Ireland. It shows that he was a very 
accurate and acute observer, and his descriptions are given in a way that a 
scientific naturalist of the present day could hardly improve upon. The Expug- 
natio Hibernica was written about the year 1188 and may be regarded rather 
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as a great epic than a sober relation of acts occurring in his own days. No 
one can peruse it without coming to the conclusion that it is rather a poetical 
fiction than a prosaic truthful history. à 

Vol. VI. contains the Itinerarium Kambris et Descriptio Kambrie. 


22. LETTERS AND PAPERS ILLUSTRATIVE OF THE WARS OF THE ENGLISH 
IN FRANCE DURING THE Reian or HENRY THE SrxTH, Kine or ENc- 
LAND. Vol.L, and Vol. IT. (in Two Parts). Edited by the Rev. JosErH 
Stevenson, M.A., of University College, Durham, and Vicar of Leighto 
Buzzard. 1861-1864. : 


The letters and papers contained in these volumes are derived chiefly from 
originals or contemporary copies extant in the Bibliothéque Impériale, and the 
Depót des Archives, in Paris. They illustrate the line of policy adopted by 
John Duke of Bedford and his successors during their government of Normandy, 
and such other provinces of France as had been acquired by Henry V. We 
may here trace, step by step, the gradual declension of the English power, until 
we are prepared to read of its final overthrow. 


23. THe ANGLO-SAXON CHRONICLE, ACCORDING TO THE SEVERAL ORIGINAL 
AvTHoRITIES. Vol. I., Original Texts. Vol. II., Translation. Edited 
and translated by BENJAMIN THORPE, Esq. Member of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences at Munich, and of the Society of Netherlandish 
Literature at Leyden. 1861. 


This Chronicle, extending from the earliest history of Britain to the year 
1154, is justly the boast of England ; for no other nation can produce any history, 
written in its own vernacular, at all approaching it, either in antiquity, truthful- 
ness, or extent, the historical books of the Bible alone excepted. There are at 
present six independent manuscripts of the Saxon Chronicle, ending in different 
years, and written in different parts of the country. In this edition, the text 
of each manuscript is printed in columns on the same page, so that the student 
may see at a glance the various changes which occur in orthography, whether . 
arising from locality or age. 


94. LETTERS AND PAPERS ILLUSTRATIVE OF THE REIGNS oF RIcHARD III. 
AND Henry VII. Vols. I. and II. Edited by James Garrpner, Esq. 
1861-1863. 


The Papers are derived from MSS. in the Public Record Office, the British 
Museum,: and other repositories. The period to which they refer is unusually 
destitute of chronicles and other sources of historical information, so that the 
light obtained from these documents is of special importance. The principal 
contents of the volumes are some diplomatic Papers of Richard III. ; correspon- 
dence between Henry VII. and Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain; documents 
relating to Edmund de la Pole, Earl of Suffolk; and a portion of the corre- 
spondence of James IV. of Scotland. 


25. LETTERS OF BisHoP GROSSETESTE, illustrative of the Social Condition 
of his Time. Edited by Henry Rrcnanps Luarp, M.A., Fellow and 
Assistant 'Tutor of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1861. 

The Letters of Robert Grosseteste (131 in number) are here collected from various 
sources, and a large portion of them is printed for the first time. They range in 
date from about 1210 to 1253, and relate to various matters connected not onl 
with the political history of England during the reign of Henry III., but wit 
its ecclesiastical condition. They refer especially to the diocese of Lincoln, of 
which Grosseteste was bishop. ZU 


26. DESCRIPTIVE CATALOGUE OF MANUSCRIPTS RELATING TO THE HisTORY 

or GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND. Vol. I. (in Two Parts) ; Anterior

The object of this work is to publish notices of all known sources of British 

history, both printed and unprinted, in one continued sequence. The materials, 


when historical (as distinguished from biographical), are arranged under the 
year in which the latest event is recorded in the chronicle or history, and not 
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under the period in which its author, real or supposed, flourished. Biographies 
are enomerated under the year in which the person commemorated died, and not 
under the year in which the life was written. This arrangement has two 
advantages ; the materials for any given period may be seen at a glance ; and 
if the reader knows the time when an author wrote, and the number of years 
that had elapsed between the date of the events and the time the writer flourished, 
he will generally be enabled to form a fair estimate of the comparative value of 
the narrative itself. A brief analysis of each work has been added when deserving 
it, in which the original portions are distinguished from those which are mere 
compilations. When possible, the sources are indicated from which such com- 
pilations have been derived. A biographical sketch of the author of each piece 
has been added, and a brief notice has also been given of such Bntith suthors as 
have written on historical subjects.

The letters contained in these volumes are derived chiefly from the ancient 
correspondence formerly in the Tower of London, and now in the Public Record 
Office. They illustrate the political history of England during the growth of 
its liberties, and throw considerable light upon the personal history of Simon de 
Montfort. The affairs of France form the subject of many of them, especially 
in regard to the province of Gascony. The entire collection consists of nearly 
700 documents, the greater portion of which is printed for the first time.

In the first two volumes is a history of England, from the death of Henry

It is printed from MS. VII. in the Arundel Collection in the College of Arms, 
London, a manuscript of the fifteenth century, collated with MS. 13 E. IX. inthe 
King's Library in the British Museum, and MS. VII. in the Parker Collection 
of Manuscripts at Corpus Christi College, Cambridge. 

In the third volume is a Chronicle of English History, attributed to William 
Rishanger, monk of Saint Albans, who lived in the reign of Edward L, 
printed from the Cottonian Manuscript, Faustina B. IX. (of the fourteenth 
century) in the British Museum, collated with MS. 14 C. VII. (fols. 219- 
931) in the King's Library, British Museum, and the Cottonian Manuscript, 
Claudius E. III., fols. 306-331: Also an account of transactions attending the 
award of the kingdom of Scotland to John Balliol by Edward I., 1291-1293, 
from MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI, attributed to William Rishanger above 
mentioned, but on no sufficient ground: A short Chronicle of English History, 
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from 1292 to 1300, by an unknown hand, from MS. Cotton Claudius D. VI. : 
A short Chronicle from 1297 to 1307, Willelmi Rishanger Gesta Edwardi 
Primi Regis Anglie, from MS. 14 C. I. in the Royal Library, and MS. Cotton. 
Claudius D. VI., with an addition of Annales m Anglis, probably by the 
same hand: A fragment of a Chronicle of English History, 1299, 1300, from 
MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI.: A fragment of a Chronicle of English History. 
1295 to 1300, from MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI.: and a fragment of a Chronicle 
of English History, 1285 to 1307, from MS. 14 C. I. in the Royal Library. 

In the fqurth volume is à Chronicle of English History, by an anonymous 
writer, 1259 to 1296, from MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI. : Annals of Edward II., 
1307 to 1323, by John de Trokelowe a monk of St. Albans, from MS. Cotton, 
Claudius D. VI.: A continaation of Trokelowe’s Annals, 1328, 1324, by 
Henricus de Blaneforde, from MS. Cotton. Claudius D. VI.: A fall Chronicle 
of English History, by an anonymous writer of St. Albans, 1392 to 1406, from 
MS. VIL in the Library of Corpus Christi College, Cambridge; and an account 
of the benefactors of St. Albans, written in the early part of the fifteenth 
century, from MS. VI. in the same Library. 

The fifth, sixth, and seventh volumes contain a history of the Abbots of 
St. Albans, and of the fortunes and vicissitudes of the house, from 793 to 1411, 
mainly compiled by Thomas Walsingham, Precentor of the Abbey in the reign 
of Richard II.; from MS. Cotton. Claudius E. IV., in the British Museum ; 
with a Continuation, from the closing pages of the Parker MS. No. VII, in the 
Library of Corpus Christi College, Cambndge. 

The eighth and ninth volumes, in continuation of the Annals, contain a 
Chronicle, probably written by John Amundesham, a monk of 8t. Albans. 

The tenth and eleventh volumes relate especially to the acts and proceedings 
of Abbots Whethamstede, Albon, end Wallingford, and may be considered as a 
memorial of the chief historical and domestic events occurring during those 


periods. 


29. CuRoNicoN ABBATLE EvVESHAMENSIS, ÁUCTORIBUS DoxiNICO PRIORE

The Chronicle of Evesham illustrates the history of that important monastery 
from its foundation by Egwin, about 690, to the year 1418. Its chief feature is 
an autobiography, which makes us acquainted with the inner daily life of a 
great abbey, such as but rarely has been recorded. Interspersed are man 
notices of general, personal, and local history which will be read with mu 
interest. This work exists in a single MS., and is for the first time printed. 


30. RicARDI DE CIRENCESTRIA SPECULUM HisTORIALE DE GESTIS REGUM 
AmxGLLE. Vol. L, 447-871. Vol. IL, 872-1066. Edited by Jonw E. B. 
Mayor, M.A., Fellow of St. John's College, Cambridge. 1863-1869. 


The compiler, Richard of Cirencester, was a monk of Westminster, 1355 
1400. In 1891 he obtained a licence to make a pilgrimage to Rome, His 
history, in four books, extends from 447 to 1066. He announces his intention 
of continuing it, but there is no evidence that he completed any more. This 
chronicle gives many charters in favour of Westminster Abbey, and a very full 
account of the lives and miracles of the saints, especially of Edward the Con- 
fessor, whose reign occupies the fourth book. A treatise on the Coronation, by 
William of Sudbury, a monk of Westminster, fills book iii. c. 3$. It was on this 
author that C. J. Bertram fathered his forgery, De Situ Brittanie, in 1747. 


31. Year Books or THE REiGN or Epwarp THE First. Years 20-21, 
21-22, 80-31, and 32-38. Edited and translated by ALFRED JoHN 
Honwoo», Esq., of the Middle Temple, Barrister-at-Law. 1863-1878. 


The volumes known as the “ Year Books" contain reports in Norman-French 
of cases argued and decided in the Courts of Common Law. "They may be con- 
sidered to a great extent as the “lex non scripta " of England, and have been held 
in the highest veneration by the ancient sages of the law, and were received by 
them as the repositories of the first recorded judgments and dicta of the great 
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legal luminaries of past ages. They are also worthy of the attention of the 

] reader on account of the historical information and the notices of public 
and private persons which they contain, as well as the light which they throw 
on ancient manners and customs. 


$2. NARRATIVES OF THE EXPULSION OF THE ENGLISH FROM NORMANDY, 
1449-1450.—Robertus Blondelli de Reductione Normannis: Le Re- 
couvrement de Normendie, par Berry, Hérault du Roy : Conferences 
betwetn the Ambassadors of France and England. Edited, from MSS. 
in the Imperial Library at Paris, by the Rev. JoskPR STEVENSON, 
M.A., of University College, Durham. 1863. 


This volume contains the narrative of an eye-witness who details with con- 
siderable power and minuteness the circumstances which attended the final ex- 
pulsion of the English from Normandy in the year 1450. The history commences 
with the infringement of the truce by the capture of Fougéres, and ends with 
the battle of Formigny and the embarkation of the Duke of Somerset. The 


whole period embraced is less than two years. 


93. Historia eT CaRTULARIUM Monasteri S. Petar GLOUCEsTRLEm. Vols. 
L,IL,and III. Edited by W. H. Hart, Esq., F.S.A., Membre corre- 
spondant de la Société des Antiquaires de Normandie. 1863-1867. 


This work consists of two nn the History and the Cartulary of the Monastery 

of St. Peter, Gloucester. e history furnishes an account of the monastery 
from its foundation, in the Peed 681, to the early part of the reign of Richard IL, 
together with a calendar of donations and benefactions. It treats principally of 
the affairs of the monastery, but occasionally matters of general history are 
introduced. Its authorship has generally been assigned to Walter Froucester, 
the twentieth abbot, but without any foundation. 


84. ALEXANDRI NEcKaM DE Naturis RERUM LIBRI DUO; with NEcKaw’s 
Poem, De Laupisus Divine SapreNTL&. Edited by Taomas WRianr, 
Es3., M.A. 1868. 


Neckam was a man who devoted himself to science, such as it was in the. 
twelfth century. In the “ De Naturis Rerum” are to be found what may be 
called the rudiments of many sciences mixed up with much error and ignorance. 
Neckam was not thought infallible, even by his contemporaries, for Roger Bacon 
remarks of him, “ this Alexander in many things wrote what was true and usefal ; 
** but he neither can nor ought by just title to be reckoned among authorities." 
Neckam, however, had cient independence of thought to differ from some 
of the echoolmen who in his time considered themselves the only judges of litera- 
ture. He had his own views in morals, and in giving ns a glimpse of them, as 
well as of his other opinions, he throws much light upon the manners, customs, 
and general tone of thought prevalent in the twelfth century. The poem entitled 
“De Laudibus Divine Sapientie” appears to be a metrical paraphrase or 
abridgment of the “De Naturis Rerum.” It is written in the elegiac metre ; 
and though there are many lines which violate classical rules, it is, as a whole, 
above the ordinary standerd of medieval Latin. 


36. LeEcHDOMs, WORTCUNNING, AND STARCRAFT OF EARLY ENGLAND; being 
a Collection of Documents illustrating the History of Science in this 
Country before the Norman Conquest. Vols. I., II., and III. Collected 
and edited by the Rev. T. Oswarp CockArwE, M.A., of St. John’s 
College, Cambridge.

The volumes are interesting 
not only in their scientific, but also in their social aspect. The manuscripts from 
which they have been printed are valuable to the Anglo-Saxon scholar for the 
illustrations they afford of Anglo-Saxon orthography.

This work contains a number of very curious and interesting incidents, and, 
being the work of a contemporary, is very valuable, not only as a truthful 
biography of a celebrated ecclesiastic, bat as the work of a man, who, from per- 
sonal knowledge, gives notices of passing events, as well as of individuals who 
were then taking active part in public affairs. "The author, in all probability, 
was Adam Abbot of Evesham. He was domestic chaplain and private confessor 
of Bishop Hugh, and in these capacities was admitted to the closest intimacy. 
Bishop Hugh was Prior of Witham for 11 years before he became Bishop of 
Lincoln. His consecration took place on the 21st September 1186 ; he died on 
the 16th of November 1200 ; and was canonized in 1220.

The authorship of the Chronicle in Vol. Y, hitherto ascribed to Geoffrey 
Vinesauf, is now more correctly ascribed to Richard, Canon of the Holy Trinity 
of London. The narrative extends from 1187 to 1199; but its chief interest 
consists in the minute and authentic narrative which it furnishes of the exploits 
of Richard I., from his departure from England in December 1189 to his death 
in 1199. ‘The author states in his prologue that he was an eye-witness of much 
that he records ; and various incidental circumstances which occur in the course 
of the narrative confirm this assertion. 

The letters in Vol IL, written between 1187 and 1199, are of value as 
furnishing authentic materials for the history of the ecclesiastical condition of 
England during the reign of Richard I. They had their origin in a dispute which 
arose from the attempts of Baldwin and Hubert, archbishops of Canterbury, to 
found a college of secular canons, a project which gave great umbrage to the 
monks of Canterbury, who saw in it & design to supplant them in their function 
of metropolitan chapter, These letters are printed, for the first time, from a MS. 
belonging to the archiepiscopal library at Lambeth.

This curious chronicle extends from the fabulous period of history down to the 
return of Edward IV. to England in the year 1471, after the second deposition of 
Henry VI. The manuscript from which the text of the work is taken is pre- 
served in the Imperial Library at Paris, and is believed to be the only complete 
and nearly contemporary copy in existence.- The work, as originally bound, 
was comprised in six volumes, since rebound iu morocco in 12 volumes, folio 
maximo, vellum, and is illustrated with exquisite miniatures, vignettes, and initial 
letters. It was written towards the end of the fifteenth century, having been 

, expressly executed for Louis de Bruges, Seigneur de la Gruthuyse and Earl of 
Winchester, from whose cabinet it passed into the library of Louis XII. at Blois.

This is one of the many medieval chronicles which assume the character of a 
history of the world. It begins with the creation, and is brought down to the 
author's own time, the reign of Edward IIL Prefixed to the historical portion, is 
a chapter devoted to geography, in which is given a description of every known 
land. 'l'o say that the Polychronicon was written in the fourteenth century is to 
say that it is not free from inaccuracies. It has, however, a value apart from its 
intrinsic merits. It enables us to form a very fair estimate of the knowledge of 
history and geography which well-informed readers of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries possessed, for it was then the standard work on general history. 

The two English translations, which are printed with the original Latin, afford 
interesting illustrations of the gradual change of our language, for one was made 
in the fourteenth century, the other in the fifteenth. The differences between 
Trevisa’s version and that of the unknown writer are often considerable.

Some various readings are given which are 
interesting to the philologist as instances of semi-Saxonized French. 

It is supposed that Peter of Ickham must have been the anthor, but no certain 
conclusion on that point has been arrived at.

The Abbey of Meaux was a Cistercian house, and the work of its abbot is both 
curious and valuable. It is a faithful and often minute record of the establishment 
of a religious community, of its progress in forming an ample revenue, of its 
struggles to maintain its acquisitions, and of its relations to the governing 
institations of the country. In addition to the private affairs of the mon 
some light is thrown upon the public events of the time, which are however kept 
distinct, and appear at the end of the history of each abbot’s administration. The 
text has been printed from what is said to be the autograph of the original 
compiler, Thomas de Burton, the nineteenth abbot.

The exact date at which this work was written is, according to the chronicler, 
1250. The history is of considerable value as an illustration of the period during 
which the author lived, and contains a good summary of the events which followed 
the Conquest. This minor clronicle is, however, based on another work (also 
written by Matthew Paris) giving fuller details, which has been called the 
* Historia Major.” The chronicle here published, nevertheless, gives some 
information not to be found in the greater history.

The “Book of Hyde” is a compilation from much earlier sources, which are 
usually indicated with considerable care and precision. In many cases, however, 
the Hyde chronicler appears to correct, to qualify, or to amplify—either from 
tradition or from sources of information not now discoverable—the statements, 
which, in substance, be adopts. He also mentions, and frequently quotes from 
writers whose works are either entirely lost or at present known only by fragments. 

There is to be found, in the ‘‘ Book of Hyde,” much information relating to the 
reign of King Alfred which is not known to exist elsewhere. The volume 
contains some curious specimens of Anglo-Saxon and Mediseval English. 


46. CHRONICON ScoToRUM: A CHRONICLE oF IrisH Arrarrs, from the 
EARLIEST Times to 1185 ; with a SUPPLEMENT, containing the Events 
from 1141 to 1150. Edited, with a Translation, by WiLL1AM MAUNSELL 
HENNESSY, Esq. M.R.I.A. 1866. 


There is, in this volume, a legendary account of the peopling of Ireland and of 
the adventures which befell the various heroes who are said to have been con- 
nected with Irish history. The details are, however, very meagre both for this 
period and for the time when history becomes more authentic. ‘The plan adopted 
in the chronicle gives the appearance of an accuracy to which the earlier portions 
of the work cannot have any claim. The succession of events is marked, year by 
year, from a.m. 1599 to A.D. 1150. The principal events narrated in the later 
portion of the work are, the invasions of foreigners, and the wars of the Irish 
among themselves. The text has been printed from a MS. preserved in the 
library of Trinity College, Dublin, written partly in Latin, partly in Irish. 


47. THE CHRONICLE OF PIERRE DE LANGTOFT, IN FRENCH VERSE, FROM 
THE EARLIEST PERIOD TO THE DEATH OF Epwaxkp I. Vols. I. and II.

It is probable that Pierre de Langtoft was & canon of Bridlington, in Yorkshire, 
and that he lived in the reign of Edward I., and during a portion of the reign of 
Edward II. This chronicle is divided into three parfs; in the first is an 
abridgment of Geoffrey of Monmouth's “Historia Britonum," in the second, a 
history of the Anglo-Saxon and Norman kings, down to the death of Henry III. 
and in the third a history of the reign of Edward I. The principal object of the 
work was apparently to show the justice of Edward’s Scottish wars. The 
language is singularly corrupt, and a curious specimen of the French of Yorkshire. 


48. Tue Wak or THE GAEDHIL WITH THE GAILL, or, THt INVASIONS OF 
IRELAND BY THE DANES AND OTHER NORSEMEN. Edited, with a 
Translation, by James HxNTHORN Topp, D.D., Senior Fellow of 
Trinity College, and Regius Professor of Hebrew in the University. 
Dublin. 1867. 

The work in its present form, in the editor's opinion, is a comparatively modern 
version of an undoubtedly ancient original. That it was compiled from contem- 
porary materials has been proved by curious incidental evidence. It is stated in 
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the account given of the battle of Clontarf that tbe full tide in Dublin Bay on the 
day of the battle (23 April 1014) coincided with sunrise; and that the returning 
tide in the evening aided considerably in the defeat of the Danes. The fact has 
been verified by astronomical calculations, and tbe inference is that the author of 
the chronicle, if not himselfan eye-witness, must have derived his information 
from those who were eye-witnesses. The contents of the work are sufficiently 
described in its title. The story is told after the manner of the Scandinavian 
Sagas, with poems and fragments of poems introduced into the prose narrative.

This work has long been justly celebrated, but not thoroughly understood until 
Mr. Stubbs’ edition. The earlier portion, extending from 732 to 1148, appears 
to be a copy of a compilation made in Northumbria about 1161, to which 
Hoveden added little. om 1148 to 1169—a very valuable portion of this 
work—the matter is derived from another source, to which Hoveden appears to 
have supplied little, and not ride & judiciously. From 1170 to 1192 is the 
porn which corresponds with the Chronicle known under the name of 

enedict of Peterborough (see No. 49); but it is not a copy, being sometimes 
an abridgment, at others a paraphrase; occasionally the two works entirely 
agree; showing that both writers had access.to the same materials, but dealt 
with them differently. From 1192 to 1201 may be said to be wholly Hoveden's 
work : it is extremely valuable, and an authority of the first importance.

The manuscript 
which has been followed in this Edition is supposed by Mr. Hamilton to be the 
autbor's autograph, containing his latest additions and amendments.

The original of this chronicle has passed under various names. The title of 
* Annals of Loch Có" was given to it by Professor O'Curry, on the ground that 
it was transcribed for Brian Mac Dermot, an Irish chieftain, who resided on an 
island in Loch Cé, in the county of Roscommon. It adds much to the materials 
for the civil and ecclesiastical history of Ireland ; and contains many curious 
references to English and foreign affairs, not noticed in any other ohronicle.

Prynne ascribes to the 
Black Book the same authority in the Admiralty as the Black and Red Books 

have in the Court of Exchequer, and most English writers on maritime law 
recognize its importance.

They contain 
many of the Bishop's own letters, and several written by him in the King's 
name. Besides these, there are letters sent to himself while he was the Royal 
Secretaty,as well as others addressed to the King. This work will elucidate 
some obscure points in the history of the nation during the first half of the 
fifteenth century.

This important and unique survey of the greater portion of England* is the 
oldest and most valuable record in the national archives. It was commenced 
about the year 1084 and finished in 1086. Its compilation was determined upon 
at Gloucester by William the Conqueror, in council, in order that he mi 
know what was due to him, in the way of tax, from his subjects, and that esch 
at the same time might know what he had to pay. It was compiled as much 
for their protection as for the benefit of the sovereign. The nobility and people 
had been grievously distressed at the time by the king bringing over large num- 
bers of French and Bretons, and quartering them on his subjects, * each accord- 
* ing to the measure of his land," fer the purpose of resisting the invasion of 
Cnut, King of Denmark, which was apprehended. The commissioners appointed 
to make the survey were to inquire the name of each place ; who held it in the 
time of King Edward the Confessor; the present possessor; how many hides 
were in the manor ; how many ploughs were in demesne ; how many homagers ; 
how many villeins ; how many cottars; how many serving men; how many free 
tenants ; how many tenants in soccage ; how much wood, meadow, and pasture; 
the number of mills and fish-ponds; what had been added or taken away from 
the place; what was the gross value in the time of Edward the Confessor ; the 
present value; and how much each free-man or soc-man had, and whether any 
advance could be made in the value. 'Thus could be ascertained who held the 
estate in the time of King Edward; who then held it ; its value in the time of 
the late king; and its value as it stood at the formation of the survey. So 
minute was the survey, that the writer of the contemporary portion of the Saxon 
Chronicle records, with some asperity—'' So very narrowly he caused it to be 
** traced out, that there was not a single hide, nor one virgate of land, nor even, 
* it is shame to tell, though it seemed to him no shame to do, an ox, nor a cov, 
* noraswine was left, that was not set down." 

Domesday Survey is in two parts or volumes. The first, in folio, contains the 
counties of Bedford, Berks, Bucks, Cambridge, Chester and Lancaster, Corn- 
wall, Derby, Devon, Dorset, Gloucester, Hants, Hereford, Herts, Huntingdon, 
Kent, Leicester and Rutland, Lincoln, Middlesex, Northampton, Notüngham, 
Oxford, Salop, Somerset, Stafford, Surrey, Sussex, Warwick, Wilts, Worcester, 
and York. The second volume, in quarto, contains the counties of Essex, 
Norfolk, and Suffolk. * 

Domesday Book was printed verbatim et literatim during the last century, in 
consequence of an address of the House of Lords to King George IIT. in 1767. 
It was not, however, commenced until 1773, and was completed early in 1783. 
In 1860, Her Majesty's Government, with the concurrence of the Master of the 
Rolls, determined to apply the art of photozincography to the production of a 
fac-simile of Domesday Book, under the superintendence of Colonel Sir Henry 
James, R.E., Director of the Ordnance Survey, Southampton. The fac-simile was 
completed in 1868.

* For some reason left'unexplained, many. s were left unsurveyed ; Northumberland, Cumberland, 
Westmoreland, and Durham, are not descri in the survey: nor does Lancashire a r under its 
proper name ; but Furness, and the northern part of Lancashire, as well as the south of Westmoreland, 
with a pert of Cumberland, are included within the West Riding of Yorkshire. That part of Lancashire 
which lies between the Ribble and Mersey, and which at the time of the survey comprehended 
manors, is joined to Cheshire, Part of Rutland is described in the counties of Northampton and Lincoln.

The first Part extends from William the Conqueror to Henry VII., and contains 
autographs of the kings of England, as well as of many other illustrious per- 
sonages famous in history, and some interesting charters, letters patent, and 
state papers. The second Part, for the reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward VI., 
consists principally of holograph letters and autographs of kings, princes, states- 
men, and other persons of great historical interest, who lived during those 
reigns. ‘The third Part contains similar documents for the reigns of Mary and 
Elizabeth, including a signed bil of Lady Jane Grey. The fourth Part con- 
cludes the series, and comprises a number of documents taken from the originals 
belonging to the Constable of the Tower of London; also several records illus- 
trative of the Gunpowder Plot, and a woodcut containing portraits of Mary Queen 
of Scots and James VI., circulated by their adherents in Englgnd, 1580-8.
